PITTSTON, Penn., Aug. 28.—The chances 
for an early resumption of the mines in the 
anthracite coal fields on the same scale as 
they were operated previous to the strike 
of the mine workers are not very good, ac- 
cording to the outlook here. The Superin- 
tendents of the coal companies practically 
admit that at the present rate there is no 
chance of getting all the collieries open for 
many weeks. 

Several of the collieries have been started, 
but not one is working at anything like its 
capacity. At each of these mines, it is ad- 
mitted by the companies, they have only 
about 100 men at work, but the assertion 
4s made that they are getting more every 
dav. 

The collieries working are the Oxford of 
the People’s Coal Company, the Von Storch, 
the Dickson of the Delaware and Hud- 
son, the Cayuga, Dodge, and Hampton of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, 
at this city, and the Avondale of the latter 
company, at Kingston. The normal ton- 
nage of those mines during. regular work- 
ing time is 1,000 tons a day, while at pres- 
ent they are turning out about 300 tons. 
While an average of 3,000 tons of mined i 
coal is being daily prepared in the district, 
the average for 1900, when but 176 days 
were worked during the year, was 28,088 
tons a day.

In Brooklyn some of the coal dealers were 
so confident of this that they told their 
customers that by Oct. 15 anthracite will be 
$6 a ton. They would not give their reasons 
for this supposition, but householders who 
wanted to buy two tons of coal were ad- 
vised to buy coal half a ton at a time, 
@s a break in the strike would bring down 
the price at once, 

John F. Schmadeke, a Brooklyn coal 
dealer, whose yards are at Union Street 
and Gowanus Canal, happened to have

; 25,000 tons of coal, either in boats or in his 


yards, when the strike took place, and 
netted $41%000 profit as a result of the 
strike, He is so sure of the speedy end 
of the strike that he said yesterday he was 
willing to accept orders for anthracite do- 
mestic sizes at 66 a ton, to be delivered a 
month hence. The operators, he said, as- 
sured him that their schedule of ovrices 
will not be increased, and he believes the 
strike will be ended in a month. 

Anthracite operators are making prep- 
arations for a possible break in’the strike 
when it comes. An official of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
said: 

“The cars can be filled alongside the 
mines and 300 cars daily can be sent out as 
as the strike breaks. Coal will be 
hustled to New York as fast as possible, 
but the talk of the normal conditions being 
restored in a month is ridiculous. The deal- 
ers have learned a lesson from the strike 
and will always keep six months or a years’ 
supply on hand from this time forward.” 

None of the coal Presidents had anything 
to say on the situation yesterday. Some of 
the minor officials said that any coal which 
might be cleaned up from the collferies tn 
preparation for resumption of work would 
not visibly affect the market. 

Three men visited J. Pierpont Morgan's 
office, one of whom wore the garb of a 
priest. Instantly the idea got abroad that 
the priest was one of a delegation from the 
mining districts which had been sent here 
to make a last appeal to Mr. Morgan to end 
the strike. It was stated later that the 
three men were only visitors who went to 
see the show places, in which they included 
Mr. Morgan’s office, and that they had 
nothing to do with the strike. 

The Central Federated Unton’s Miners’ 
Relief Committee is preparing to get up two 
benefit performances in aid of the strikers, 
one to be given in the Grand Opera House, 
Eighth Avenue and Twenty-third Street, 
and the other in the Bowery Theatre. A 
member of the committee reported yester- 
day that the per capita assessments from 
the New York Unions for the strikers aver- 
age $10,000 a week. Chicago is doing a lit- 
tle better than New York, and the unions 
in three other cities are contributing nearly 
$10,000 a week each. Some of the National 
unions are sending independent contribu- 
tions to the fund. The United Hatters of 
North America has sent $2,000, with the 
promise of more to come, and other Na- 
tional bodies are to vote on the subject 
this week.

ASBURY PARK, N. J., Aug. 28.—Coal 
dealers doing about 80 per cent, of the 
business along the Upper Atlantic Coast 
in this State have combined under the title 
of the Consumers’ Coal and Supply Com- 
pany of Asbury Park. The combination, 
which is to have a capital of $125,000, is a 
direct result of the strike. The shortage 
of coal led to meetings of the dealers to 
consult about husbanding the available 


supply, and the plan evolved worked so 
well that it was determined to make the 
combination permanent by incorporating.

GRAIN CROP IN TEXAS. 


Estimate of 8,000,000 Bushels for Both 
Wheat and Oats—Corn Light. 
Special to The New York Times. 
AUSTIN, Texas, Aug. 28.—The following 
estimate of the grain yield of Texes this 
year was issued to-day by H. B. Dorsey, 
Secretary of the Texas Grain Dealers’ As- 
sociation. There are about 8,000,000 busheis 
of wheat in Texas this year and about the 

same amount of oats. 

As to corn, there is no way by which 
a reasonably accurate estimate can be 
made. However, the crop this year 15 
lighter than it was last year. There wera 
about 1,500,000 bushels of wheat reported 
last year and the same amount this year. 
No oats were exported except for seed pur- 
poses, shipments being made to the South- 
east. Something like 2,000,000 bushels of 
Texas oats were shipped last year and 
the same amount this year.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE doe of Resigning — Worked 


Article in the Neue Freie Presse on 
the President’s Speech. 


The Paper Says Mr. Roosevelt Means 
that All European Powers Must Be 
Ousted from America.

LONDON, Aug. 29.—The Vienna cor- 
respondent of The Times says that the 
extraordinary attitude of the Neue Freie 
Presse, the chief organ of the German 
press in Austria, in regard to President 
Roosevelt's speech on the Monroe doc- 
trine is highly characteristic. It has 
long been evident that a mot d’ordre has 
been given to the German press to set 
the United States and Great Britain by 
the ears, and the idea seems to have 
found an echo in Austria. 

The correspondent says it may be re- 
membered how the late Prince Bismarck 
used journals which appeared to the 
world independent in order to dissem- 
inate views which it was not desirable to 
acknowledge as officially inspired. It is 
not likely that Bismarck’s successors 
have neglected his example. 

The Neue Freie Presse represents Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s speech as meaning that 
all the European powers having colonies 
on American soil must be ousted. The 
Dutch must quit Curacoa and Surinam; 
the French must leave French Guiana; 
the British must clear out of Canada, 
Trinidad, Newfoundland, British Guiana, 
Jamaica, &c. 

The correspondent, again hinting at 
German influence in the Neue Freie 
Presse’s article, says that the Americans 
remember, if others find it convenient 
to forget, that Prince Bismarck cast cov- 
etous eyes on Cuba. He adds that if 
any one wants to know one of the chief 
objects of the increased American naval 
activity he would do well to consider 
Germany's attitude toward the Dutch 
colonial possessions, as set forth by Prof. 


von Halle, and the Brazilian aspirations 
of the German Colonial Party.

VIENNA, Aug. 28.—President Roosevelt's 
speech on Monroeism has caused wide- 
spread attention here. The Neue Freie 
Presse thinks it was directed chiefly 
against Great Britain, and that it “‘ sounds 


like an answer to the conference of the Co- 
lonial Premiers."” The paper believes it will 
make a deep impression in Great Britain, 
which country ‘‘ may find herself faced by 
the prospect of war over Canada with a 
mighty foe, with which the South African 
States cannot be compared.” 

‘“‘Mr. Roosevelt,’’ continues the Neue 
Freie Presse, ‘‘ waves his bony fist against 
England because the Boer war published 
to the world the poverty of Great Britain's 
military forces.”’ 

: The Neue Freie Presse concludes as fol- 
ows: 

“It must not be forgotten that Mr. 
Roosevelt's fanfare was sounded in an 
election speech. If the head of a European 
State had spoken in such a manner one 
might anticipate war in the near future. 
But American election speeches are only 
judgeable from an American standpoint." 

The Neues Wiener Tagblatt says: 

“The speech is a forecast of the plat- 
form for the next campaign, and is not in- 
tended as a warning to Europe, though it 
comes just at the right time, when the 
European Governments are considering the 
renewal of their commercial treaties.”

At 6 o'clock Mr. Schwab 
was breakfasting, glancing hastily over a 
pile of letters and telegrams, and talking 
to his Continental agent.

The $120,000,000 Combination Necessi- 
tates George W. Perkins’s Presence 
in Chicago—Colorado Fuel 
and_ tron.

CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—Completing the final 
details of the great harvester machinery 
combine, which will have a capital of $120,- 
000,000, is the work which has brought 
yeorge W. Perkins, the right-hand man of 
J. Pierpont Morgan, to Chicago, and which, 
he declares, will keep him here until Tues- 
day at least. 

With Mr. Perkins is associated Max Pam, 
of the firm of Pam, Calhoun & Glennon, 
the lawyers who are doing the legal work 
in the great combination. Mr. Perkins 
said to-day that the corporation would 
have a working capital of $80,000,000. Own- 
ers of the plants entering into the merger 
will take all the stock, so that there will 
be no public underwriting of the project. 
J. P. Morgan & Co., who are financing the 
deal, were urged to place some of the shares 
in the open market, but the insiders were 
so anxious to take it all, that it was found 
inexpedient. As a result, the only expense 
attaching to the floating of the combine 
will be the legal fees and whatever com- 
mission goes to the Morgan firm, which 
will, of course, run into the millions. Sev- 
eral days will be necessary to complete the 
deal.

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GIRL PATIENT KILLED 
IN ELEVATOR SHAFT 


Police Investigating Strange Case 
in Private Sanitarium. 


Was Being Conveyed to Fifth Floor for 
Operation After Ether Had Been 
Administered—Stretcher Said 
to Have Tilted. 


Miss Victorine Raedle, twenty-three years 
old, a lady’s maid, of 215 West Thirty- 
fourth Street, who had been a patient since 
Monday last in the private sanitarium of 


; Miss Annie L. Alston, at 26 West Sixty- 


first Street, was killed in that institution 
some time yesterday afternoon, supposedly 
about 3 o'clock, by falling five stories from 
a moving elevator on which, under the in- 
fluence of ether, she was being conveyed 
from the fourth to the fifth floor to be 
operated upon. ; 

According to the accounts given by those 
at the institution the inanimate form of the 
girl slipped in some mysterious manner 
from the elevator and plunged to the bot- 
tom of the shaft, where her head was 
crushed and the ribs on her left side were 
broken. But so reticent were those at the 
institution, and so meagre the information 
sent to the Coroner's office that the police 
are as yet not absolutely certain of any 
facts in connection with the case beyond 
that the body of the dead girl, crushed and 
battered, lies at the sanitarium. 

Working step by step toward a solution 
of the case they last night arrested Beatrive 
M. McMillen, twenty-four years old, a nurse 
in the institution, who was on the elevator 
in which the patient was being conveyed 
when the accident is said to have hap- 


pened. She was locked up in the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station, and it is under- 
stood that several other arrests will follow. 


HER PHYSICIAN NOT VISIBLE. 


The dead girl was a patient of Dr. Her- 
bert L. Constable of 72 West Forty-eighth 
Street, who is said to have been waiting in 
the operating room on the fifth floor of 


the sanitarium while the unconscious form 
of the patient was being brought up. At 
the office of Dr. Constable it was said last 
night that he was not in and it was not 
known when he would arrive at his office. 
It is not known positively by what disease 
the girl was afflicted that required an 
operation. 

Coroner Goldencranz, who was notified of 
the death some hours after the occurrence, 
visited the place, made examinations, but 
did not not the police, and has since 
made public little of what he learned on 
his visit. The police were only apprised of 
the tragedy by a newspaper man fate yes- 
terday evening. Detectives Treanor ‘and 
Donohoe and Policemen McCormack and 
Bevans were at once detailed to investi- 
gate by Acting Capt. Gehegan. hey 
arrived at the sanitarium to find the Cor- 
oner there. They questioned the nurses, 
but were unable to see Miss Alston, who, 
it was said, was suffering from shock. 

The nurses, it is said, told the Coroner 
that the Raedle woman had only been a 
patient in the institution since Monday. 
Yesterday afternoon she was prepared for 
an operation which was to have been per- 
formed by Dr. Constable, assisted by Dr. 
Hiranamus. Ether was administered to her 
by Dr. Hiranamus on the fourth floor and 
she was placed in the elevator to be trans- 
ferred to the operating room on the fifth 
floor. In some way, it is alleged, the han- 
dles of the stretcher on which the uncon- 
sclous form lay caught on the under part 
of the fifth floor and the stretcher was 
tilted, allowing the body to slip out-and 
fall down the shaft. 

The elevator is a boxlike structure about 
5 feet long by 3 feet wide and 7 feet in 
height, open at both ends. It passes through 
a shaft that is reached from the various 
floors by an aperture in a wall cinat is 
sixteen inches thick. When the car leaves 
a floor, therefore, there are sixteen inches 
of —— between the edge of the car and 
the iron doors leading into the halls of the 
building. It Was said by the nurses that 
when the stretcher was tilted by the under 
part of the fifth floor the body fell through 
this sixteen-inch space, and striking the 
edge of the fourth floor bounded outward 
into the shaft and to the bottom. 

After inspecting the elevator the Coroner 
gave as his opinion that there was not 
enough space or opening for a person to 
fall through. He declared that it was im- 
possible for the patient to have fallen from 
the elevator. In this he was supported 
by the opinion of an elevator inspector em- 
proves by the company. which installed the 
plant. . 

From the brief examination made of the 
body by the Coroner, he said he was unable 
to state the cause of death. An dutopsy 
will be held to-day. 

Nurse McMillen, 
her arrest, said: 

‘*T got on the elevator with the woman, 
who was on a stretcher, placed on a 
wheeled carriage. The elevator is a new 
one, only having been in operation two 
days. It was pitch dark in the shaft. 1 
started the elevator upward. 
starting the car I heard a noise, and re- 
versed the lever. Either the end of the 
stretcher or Miss Raedle’s body struck the 
= of the elevator door, for the woman, 
who was unconscious, tipped with 
stretcher until she was almost upright. 
She then slipped from the car. I heard 
her slide out. The body struck the iron 
door at the landing we had just left. This 
door has a defective lock, and it slid open. 
After striking the door the body rebound- 
ed, remained for a second on the space be- 
tween the door of the shaft and the car 
and then fell to the bottom of the shaft.” 


WANTED TO TAKE NURSE'S PLACE. 


Miss Alston, the head of the sanitarium, 
finally went to the West Sixty-eighth 
Street Station at the request of the police. 
The latter decided that they could gain no 
additional facts from her, and so she was 
allowed to return to her home. Before 


going she asked to be locked up in the 
place of the nurse, as the accident had hap- 
pened in her house, but her request was 
refused. 

Coroner Goldenkranz refused to admit 
Miss MeMillen to bail, as he said that he 
eculd not act in the case of a police arrest 
urtil the prisoner had been remanded to 
the Coroner. 

Late in the evening two brothers of the 
dead girl called on the police, and later at 
the sanitarium, where the body was still 
lying. They were Joseph and George 
Raedie, the farmer employed at the Grand 
Union Hotel, and the latter at the Lotos 
Chib. Joseph Raedle, when questioned, 
said: 

‘“* My brother, my sister, and myself came 
to this country from Alsace two years ago. 
Our sister Victoria worked as a lady’s 
maid, and six months ago went to work for 
Miss Annie Archer: at 215 West Thirty- 
fourth Street. She and her mistress had 
been abroad until about two weeks ago, 
when I heard that my sister had returned 
and was ill. I didinot hear what was the 
matter with her. Miss Archer agreed to 
pay the larger part of her expenses at the 
sanitarium, and she went there last Mon- 
day. We didn’t know of her death until 
notified by Miss Archer this evening.”’ 

Dr. Hiranamus when seen said that he 
had simply_ been called into the case by 
Dr. Constable to administer an anaesthetic 
to Miss Raedle. He did not know what the 
ailment was. 

“IT went there shortly before 3 o'clock,” 
said Dr. Hiranamus, ‘“‘and administered 
the ether on’'the fourth floor. The patient 
was then placed on a stretcher and carried 
to the elevator and placed aboard. The 
next thing I knew there was a commotion. 
The arms of the stretcher had caught on 
the flooring of the fifth floor, upsetting 
the stretcher and dropping the patient

She left her position at the hospi- 
tal school five years ago to establish her 
sanitarium. ‘There is no physician con- 
nected directly with the institution, the 
patients being simply received and kept 
under the care of their own physicians. 

Last Spring Mrs. Alfred R. Seligman 
died there as the result of an operation. 
A little later a Miss Clark, a school teacher, 
who was a patient in the institution, 
jumped from a window and was killed. A 
young woman residing in Harlem, a later 
patient in the institution, died there, and 
her death was made the subject of news- 
paper publicity.

When the cars reached Summit Hill they 
were surrounded by a mob of strikers, who 
hurled stones at the soldiers. While James 
Marteen, an Italian, was in the act of 
hurling a stone at the car several soldiers 
jumped off, and made an attempt to cap- 
ture him. Marteen offered resistence, and 
the soldiers were compelled to fix their 
bayonets. In the melee which followed 
Marteen was slightly wounded in the left 
side. The troopers started back to camp, 
and as the cars rounded a curve just out- 
side of Summit Hill, at a point where the 
tracks take an abrupt dip, the motorman 
on the first car made the discovery that 
the rails had been greased. 

The cars were stopped, and soldiers were 
the raiis. 
When that had been done, it was possible 
by moving the cars slowly to reach Lans- 
ford in safety. A mob had gathered ‘here, 
and,for a time it looked as though there 
would be another riot. As the first car 
was passing through the mob, Capt. Gear- 
heart was struck on the right shoulder by 
a stone. Several soldiers jumped from tne 
car in pursuit of the stone thrower. After 
an exciting scuffle, they captured Toseph 
McCann, a young miner. 

The cars proceeded again, but had not 
gone far when another crowd was encoun- 
tered, and the soldiers were again taunted 
and stoned. Half a dozen soldiers jumped 
off and captured three men, who, it is 
alleged, were urging the crowd to attack 
the troops. The men gave their names as 
John King, Timothy King, and John Kelly. 
They were taken to camp at Manila Park, 
where, together with McCann and Marteen, 
they were placed under a heavy guard. 

The officers of the Twelfth Regiment all 
agree that the situation is Serious. They 
say the feeling against the soldiers ts very 
intense in Coaldale, Lansford, and Summit 
Hill.

LINCOLN A REPRESENTATIVE. 

* Abraham Lincoln—the spirit incarnate of 
those who won victory in the civil war— 
was the true representative of this people 
not only for his own generation, but for all 
time, because he was a man among men, 
aman who embodied the of his 
fellow-men, but who embodied them to the 
highest the unusual 
perfection, who embodied all that there was 
in the Nation of courage, of wisdom, of 
gentle, patient kindliness, of common 


sense. 

“And great, sad, patient Lincoln 
to victory from 1861 to 1865, 
did not trust to any mere trick or device, 
because he drove deep down to the heart of 
thousands and based his reliance on the 
fundamental virtues of mankind—the old, 
old virtues of mankind. 

“That is the spirit we have to show in 
facing the problems of to-day. If we ap- 
proach those problems in a spirit of hysteria 
we will fail, as well we deserve to fail; if 
we approach them in a spirit of envy and 
rancor and malice toward our fellows, we 
will not only fail, but we will drag them 
and us in a common ruin. 

“Shame to us if we blink at the evils! 
They are there Shame to us if we fear 
to face the problem! It is there, and to say 
that it is not there will. not disprove its 
presence. Face the problem; realize its 
gravity, and then approach it in a spirit, 
not mérely of determination to solve it, but 
of hearty desire to solve it with justice to 
all, with malice to none; to solve it in a 
spirit of broad kindliness and charity, in 
a spirit that will keep us ever in mind 
that if we are to succeed at all it must 
be by each doing to the best of his capacity 
his own business, and yet by each remem- 
bering that in a sense he is also his broth- 
er’s keeper.” [Applause.,] 

At the conclusion his remarks the 
President re-entered his carriage and con- 
tinued on his way around the track, to the 
eonstant accompaniment of deafening 


cheers. 
The party then drove to the station, and 
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immediately took the train for Newbury, 
the Summer home of Secretary Hay. 


TALKS TO G. A. R. MEMBERS. 


in His Address at the New Hampshire 
Encampment the President Com- 
mends Soldiers in Philippines. 


THE WEIRS, N. H., Aug. 28.—Fully 30,- 
000 people joined in welcoming the Presi- 
dént of the United States on his visit to the 
encampment of the New Hampshire Grand 
Army of the Republic here to-day. It was 
one of the largest crowds ever seen here, 
and enthusiasm also was almost without 
precedent. 

The special train came in a few minutes 
after noon. Goy. Chester B. Jordan and 
Congressman Frank D. Currier, who had 
boarded the train at Concord, were with 
the President’s party. The Manchester 
battery signaled the arrival of the train by 
the first gun of a Presidential salute. An 
escort made up of two companies of the 
National Guard, with a large number of 
civil war veterans, all under the command 
of Gen, J. N. Pattison of Concord, were 
drawn up at the station. The column 
escorted the President to the Hotel Weirs, 
from the steps of which the President held 
a review. 

Lunch was served at the hotel. Imme- 
diatély following it the President was 
escorted to the camp ground, where the 
speaking took place. Capt. A. D. Sanborn, 
President of the association, introduced 
Gov. Jordan. After a few words of wel- 
come President Roosevelt was introduced 
to the veterans. His welcome was hearty, 
and when he could make himself heard he 
began his address, speaking as follows: 

“Any American who has a proper sense 
of the relative proportion of things must 
realize that to the men who fought for 
the Union in the dark days -of the Civil 
War there is owing a greater debt of grati- 
tude than to any others. Great were the 
deeds you did and vital the need of doing 
them, and the lessons taught 
rest both by what you accom- 
in the war and by the way in 
when the war was over you turned 

ork of peace with the same spirit 
had led to triumph on the 
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lifetime of our Republic 
each generation has had its allotted task. 
Statesman and soldier, the man in public 
life and the man in private life, each has 
had work to do for the Nation. We have 
moved forward swiftly or have stumbled 
and halted according as the work as a 
whole was well or ill done. We have en- 
countered many crises of importance, and 
trom time to time have been brought face 
to face with great problems, upon the 
rightful solution of which much of the 
Nation's future welfare depended. But to 
alone it was given to face with vic- 
torious valor the one crisis in which not 
merely the Nation's well being, but the 
Nation's life was at stake. To you it was 
given to solve the one problem, which if 
not solved aright meant death for our 
people. All of the work of the men who 
founded this Republic would have gone for 
nothing had you not done your part well. 
It was the statesmanship of Lincoln, the 
soldiership of Grant, and the loyal valor 
of those who upheld the arms of the one 
and followed the sword of the other which 
made permanent the work of Washington, 
of Marshall, and their compeers. 

“It would have profited little to us or 
to mankind at large if the experiment of 
free government by the people and for the 
people had been founded upon this con- 
tinent only to go down in bloody wreck 
on the question of slavery. You saved the 
Union and you freed the slave, and thereby 
freed the slave's master from the worst 
of all thralldoms. You did us the service 
of struggling in a cause and for a reward 
in that war based upon naught that was 
merely material. We pride ourselves, and 
properly so, upon our great industrial ca- 
pacity, our great industrial skill. We need 
such success and such capacity to make 
broad and stable the foundations of our 
National well-being; yet there are things 
higher than any possible material triumph. 


TRIAL OF CIVIL WAR. 

‘‘We won in the great trial of the civil 
war and came through the fiery furnace 
unscathed; we sprang level to the height 
of our opportunity instead of sinking into 


the gulf of ignoble failure, because in the 
early sixties and those like you—in 
the flower of youth and early manhood— 
had the stuff that knows how to 
prize ideals more than material 
well-being, more than life itself. There 
was no money reward for what you did. 
There was hardly one of you who did not 
during those four years receive far less 
than he could have earned in safety at 
home But you were driven to your work 
by the lash of your own hearts. You were 
spurred onward by the lift which only 
comes to a people of great and generous 
yul. You felt instinctively that there were 
causes far greater than anything than 
had do merely with wealth or bodily 
well-being You were willing to wager all 
for the prize of death in righteous war. 
“We now in a time of abundarce, 
peace, and not in time of war, but wee io 
is if in peace we do not have ideals as lofty 
as yours and if we do not live up to them 
is you lived up to yours in the dark days 
of defeat and in the golden glory of the 
hour of triumph. Courage and ivoyalty, the 
stern determination to exact justice, the 
high purpose to struggle for the right, and 
the common sense to struggle for it in prac- 
tical fashion—all these qualities we must 
show now in our civil and social and busi- 
ness life as you showed them when, in the 
days of your youth and lusty slrength you 
marched forth, an army with panners and 
brought back the peace that comes,‘ not 
tc the weakling and the craven, but to 
those whose proud eyes tell of triumph 
tasted. 
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the greatest benefits of what 
the fact that you also left 
of hearty and loyal comrade- 
ship with your gallant opponents who in 
fighting for what they conscientiously 
deemed to be right fought against the stars 
in their courses. 

‘ We are all loyal Americans 10w--Nortn, 

South, East, and West—all alike jealous 
of the Nation’s honor and welfare, proud of 
the Nation's past and resolute “hat her 
future shall stand even higher than her 
vast. 
a Besides what you actualy did, besides 
the reunited country, the undivided Nation, 
which we have received at your hands, we 
have received also the lesson of the doing 
of the deed. There is a great need now that 
we should show if not in degree, at least 
in kind, the spirit that you showed. We 
need, in order successfully to face the 
difficult and complex problems of our in- 
dustrial civilization, all the courage and 
loyalty, and all the faith and clearsighted 
sanity and purpose which there are at our 
command. 

THE LESSON OF BROTHERHOOD. 


* Above all, we need to learn aright and 
to apply the great lesson of brotherhood 
which you taught and practiced in the four 
grim years that began with Sumter and 
ended with Appomattox. In the old simple 
America of our forefathers the America 
which still for our good fortune exists in 
country districts—there was comparative 
freedom from certain dangers to which 
the country as a whole is now necessarily 
exposed. The growth of great cities and 
of individual and corporate fortunes—the 
tendency in great cities to divide men into 
groups and classes—naturally diminishes 
the realization of that essential underlying 
brotherhood which ought to be deep in the 
heart of every American. 

** Looking into the mists of the future we 
see dark problems looming before us. We 
can solve these problems aright only if we 
keep constantly in mind that each must 
work for all and all for each. In other 
werds, we need to feel in our being the 
sense of brotherhood. 

“Well, it was exactly this sense of 
brotherhood which all of you showed. 
What you wanted to know was whether 
he would ‘stay put’ in time of stress, and 
whether his nen would ring true in the 
supreme hour of danger. Well that is ex- 
actly what We want to know in civil life. 
It behooves us to realize what is cssen- 
tial and what is non-essential to the worth 
of any myn. In the lifelong struggle for 
clean and honest government, and for so- 
cial betterment, we Americans must strive 
onward in the same spirit unless we are 
false to the ideals which have made our 
country what it is. 


WAR IN THE EAST. 


“We have just brought to a conclusicn 
a war in the Far East—a war which sprang 
up as a sequel to our short struggle with 
Spain. The army which has done its work 
so well in the Philippine Islands has had a 
task which was small, indeed, compared 
with yours, but which, nevertheless. was 
fraught with hardship and difficulty pe- 


culiarly its own. The men who after three 
years of painful, harassing, incredibly 
laborious warfare in the tropical jungles 
against a treacherous and savage foe. have 
finally brought peace and order and civil 
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government in the Philippines, are your 


sons, your successors. 

“They claim their share in your glory by 
inheritance, and by their valor and_ their 
steadfast endurance have added new lustre 
to that glory. They have been cruelly 
maligned. even by some who should have 
known better. In an army, in the lest 
army, and especially in an army doing its 
work under such well-nigh intolerable con- 
ditions as those whic confronted our 
troops in the Philippines, there are Dound 
to be instances of occasional wrongdoing. 
The temptation to retaliate for the fearful 
crueities of a savage foe is very great, 
and now and then it has been yielded to. 
There have been a few, and only a few, 
such Instances in the Philippines, and pun- 
ishment has been meted out with unflinch- 
ing justice to the offenders. ° 

“But the real marvel is that under such 
conditions there should have been so little 
wrongdoing. As time goes by and we 
get our sense of the proper preuereen of 
things these instances will be forgotten, 
but there will remain for all time new 
pages on the honor roll of our history be- 
cause of what has been done for the Na- 
tion in the Philippines. Our officers and 
men on the march and in battle showed 
themselves not unworthy of you, the men 
of the great war. They have added to the 
memories of which Americans are proud, 
and by their labor they have brought the 
peaceful light of civilization into one of 
the world’s dark places. We feel that we 
have a right to demand the support of all 
good citizens for the army in the Philip- 
pines because of what it has done, and we 
ask it also for the civil officers of the 
Government, who, with faithful toil and 
wisdom, are building a structure of order- 
ly liberty on the ound made ready for 
them by the soldierly courage of the troops 
wearing the American uniform.” 

At the conclusion of his address the 
President stepped to his car, which was 
drawn up near the camp ground, and at 2 
o'clock the train started back to. Con- 
cord, 


EVILS OF MATERIAL PROGRESS. 


Try to Get Rid of Them, Says the Presi- 
dent, but Show Common Sense 
in the Effort. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Aug. 28.—The 
strains of *“‘ Hail to the Chief’’ from the 
Manchester Cadet Band, and the first gun 
of a Presidential salute by a battery of the 
New Hampshire State Militia, mingled with 
the cheers of a great multitude to-day as 
the train on which was President Roosevelt 
came into the Boston and Maine Station 
here. 

As many of the men on the Reception 
Coinmittee here were personally known to 
the President, the exchange of courtesies 
were unusually cordial. The committee in- 
cluded the Mayor, William C. Clarke, Unit- 
ed States Senator Henry E. Burnham, 
Congressman Cyrus A. Sulloway, Henry M. 
Putney, G. Gordon Woodbury, and Dr. 
James Sullivan. 

As soon as the President had reached a 
barouche which was in waiting, a drive 
through the industrial and business sec- 
tions began at once. A military escort was 
in charge of Col. Henry B. Fairbanks. The 
President's carriage was drawn by four 
handsome horses. On one of the bridges 
the two leading horses became unmanage- 
able, and they had to be taken out. Nothing 
more serious than an annoying delay re- 
sulted. Another exasperating delay oc- 
curred when the whole procession was 
held up by a passing freight train. 

While passing down Elm 8treet, at a point 
opposite Merrimac Common, the President's 
carriage was brought to a stop, and the 
local camp of Spanish-American war veter- 
ans, which was drawn up in a line, tendered 
the President a salute, and their com- 
mander, Col. William Sullivan stepped for- 
ward and presented the President with a 
bouquet of American Beauty roses. 

In accepting them the President mounted 
the seat in his carriage and spoke for ten 
minutes. 

The President said: 

“It is about 125 ybtars ago that Molly 
Stark's husband had a sawmill here, and it 
strikes me you are a pretty good represen- 
tative of Stark, Major Sullivan. [A voice: 
** He is.’"’) 

“Stark did two things. He had his saw- 
mill, He did his work here, but when the 
country called to arms he was going to do 
his duty or Molly Stark was going to be a 
widow, and you, and those like you who 
have done their duty in modern gimes, in 
the last few years have been showing your- 
selves fit representatives of Stark and the 
men who founded our Republic. And, gen- 
tlemen, we have heard a good deal of :sriti- 
cism_about what our people have done in 
the Philippines. 

“Those that went out there 
brothers, friends, companions. There was 
occasionally one of them that did some- 
thing wrong. Well, we aren't all of us 
immaculate at home. [Laughter.] There 
is every reason why we should put a siep 
to wrongdoing, = the wrongdoer, be 
he soldier or civilian, and where it has been 
possible to get at any soldier who did 
wrong he has been punished, but the fact 
remains that you and those like you in the 
Philippines have written a new page in the 
honor roll of American history, and shame 
to us as a Nation if we don’t stand behind 
you and appreciate what you have done. 

**And now just one word. This is one of 
those great industrial centres, the buiklding 
sy of which has meant that building up 
of the material prosperity of our country. 
Now, there is always certain to be some 
evil in any great movement forward. Our 
material progress has been accompanied by 
certain evils. The marvelous success which 
has produced such great corporate and in- 
dividual wealth has meant that certain 
abuses have grown up in connection with 
that individual wealt and in connection 
with the corporations that are the ordinary 
instruments of industrial activity at pres- 
ent. 

“There are evils. Let's try to get 1id of 
them, but let’s show common sense in the 
effort. Let's devote our best thought and 
best energies to finding some method of 
getting rid of any and all evils in the bedy 

olitic, but let us above all things peware 
in using the knife not to handle it so that 
it will be dangerous to the community even 
more than to the evil attacked.” 

He was enthusiastically cheered at the 
close of his remarks, following which the 
line of march was taken up for the sta- 
tion, where the President boarded his spe- 
cial train for the West. 


PRESIDENT ON PROSPERITY.

That Must Be the Foundation for the 
Superstructure of Kindly Brother- 
: hood, He Says. 


NASHUA, N. H., Aug. 28.—For the first 
time since leaving on his tour of New Eng- 
land, President Roosevelt last night slept 
aboard the train. He remained up until a 
late hour talking over old times with 
“ Bill” Sewall, his ex-guide, whom he in- 
sisted should accompany him to Ellsworth 
and back to Bangor. In all probability the 
President will return to Maine in October 
for a hunting trip. 

Early this morning at Kittery Junction, 
Me., the train was boarded by Gen. Ay- 
ling of Concord, N, H.; Secretary of State 
Edward Pearson, and George H. Moses, 
representing Gov. Jordan of New Hamp- 
shire, who extended the President a wel- 
come to that State as soon as the train 
had passed the boundary. In his anxiety 
to respond to the greeting of the people of 
Clermont, a small station, the President, 
who had not finished dressing, rushed to 
the door of his car wrapped in an over- 
coat and bowed to the little gathering. 

At Windham Junction the populace was 
astir early, and as the train approached the 
station a salute was fired and a rousing 
cheer went up as the President arose from 
the bountiful table and appeared on the 
rear platform. 

The train reached Nashua on time, draw- 
ing in at the Main Street Station at 8:27 
A. M. 

Waiting to receive the President were 
the Reception. Committee, including United 
States District Attorney Charles J. Ham- 
blett, Mayor M. A. Taylor, Postmaster 
John A. Spalding, W. H. Pritchett, Presi- 
dent of the Common Council, and Lester 
F. Thurber, President of the Board of 
Trade. 

The President and his party were escort- 
ed to carriages, and all proceeded to the 
City Hall under guantesf a platoon of police 
and the Nashua battalions of the New 
Hampshire National Guard. At the station 
and along the streets and massed around 
the platform which had been erected in 
front of the City Hall were thousands, 
whose cheers ceased not from the time the 
President's train appeared until he had be- 
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gun to speak to the great assembly, save 
for the few moments taken in introducing 


the Chief Executive by District Attorney 
Hamblett. 

The President said; 

““Mr, Mayor and bi my fellow-citizens, 
men and women of New Hampshire: 

“IT am. glad to have the chance to be 
greeted by you this morning and to ac- 
knowledge from my heart your greeting. 
This is one of the industrial centres the 
prosperity of which has meant the pros- 
perity of the whole country. The great 
feature of the material growth of this 
country during the past fitty years, aside 
from our expansion westward across the 
continent to the Pacific, has been the ex- 
traordinary industrial progress which has 
built up such cities as this in which I am 
now speaking. 

‘Now, gentlemen, with any great change, 
no matter how beneficial, there are sure to 
come attendant evils. There are evils, and 
plenty of them, connected with our, mod- 
ern progress. When you build in a com- 
saratively simple farming community a 

ighly complex mercantile business, indus- 
trial population, gathered of necessity in 
cities, it is inevitable that you should mul- 
tiply and render more complex the prob- 
lems which you have to face. Evils come 
with it, and sometimes we have a ten- 
dency to insist overmuch upon those evils. 
There are evils, Evils with which we must 
grapple, evils that come from the prog- 
ress, but recollect, gentlemen, if it had not 
been for the progress, we would not be 
here. Let us get rid of the evils, but let 
us do it in a way we won't get rid of the 
progress. At the same time let us get rid 
of any abuse attendant upon the develop- 
ment which has created such a city, but 
don’t let us commit suicide while getting 
rid of the abuse. 

‘“We are living in an era of great pros- 
perity. Your city has had its full share of 
that prosperity, but. prosperity by itself 
never made any man happy. You are not 
going to be happy without it, but you are 
not going to be happy if you do not have 
something else besides. rosperity must 
be the basis he material well-being must 
be the foundation, but on it you have to 
rear a superstructure of kindly. broth?r- 
hood, all striving for decency in pu%lic 
and private life, or but scant will be the 
good of prosperity. More than that, it is 
possible by government to create condi- 
tions under which men can become pros- 

erous, and it is unfortunately easy enoveh 

y bad legislation or bad administration so 
to age oe our life as to render it impos- 
sible for any one to be prosperous, but all 
that gover ent can do is to creale con- 
ditions under which prosperity can come. 
If the individual citizen lacks the thrift, 
the energy, the power, and the mind to 
work no laws will make them prosperous. 

‘You must not fall into the great mis- 
take of thinking that government ‘an in 
any way supply the qualities that you have 
to supply yourselves. In the long run now, 
as always in the past history of mankind 
and as will be the case in the future, each 
man’s success must depend primarily upon 
his having in his own person the qualities 
of individual initiative, hardiness, resolu- 
tion, honesty, and common sense.”’ 

The President occupied about ten minutes 
with his address, and at the close Mary 
Hamblett, the little daughter of the Dis- 
trict Attorney, presented the Chief Execu- 
tive with a bouquet of cut flowers. 

Withdrawing from the platform, the 
President, the Reception Committee, and 
those who were with the President, re- 
sumed their carriages and proceeded to 
the Nashua Junction Station. The ovation 
to President Roosevelt was continuous, and 
as the train drew out, prolonged cheering 
followed it. 


The President to Visit the South. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Aug. 28.—It was 
made known to-day that President Roose- 
velt almost immediately after his return 
to Oyster Bay on Sept. 3, will make a fly- 
ing trip to Tennessee and North Carolina. 


He will leave on Sept. 5 for Chattanooga, 
where he will attend the conference of the 
Locomotive Firemen on the 8th. Sunday, 
the 7th, will be spent in looking over the 
battlefield of Chickamauga. On the return 
trip Asheville and perhaps one other place 
in North Carolina will be visited. 


President Congratulates Larned. 
MANCHESTER, N. H., Aug. 28.—While 
the President was at Nashua he received a 
dispatch announcing that W. A. Larned 
had defeated Doherty at tennis and imme- 


diately he sent a telegram of congratula- 
tion. Larned served with the Presidenz in 
the Cuban campaign. 





GOV. ODELL IN TOWN. 


Says He Would Reappoint Judge Parker 
If the Latter-Were Nominated 
by the Democrats. 


Gov. Odell was in town yesterday, and 
when asked at the Fifth Avenue Hotel last 
night if Judge Alton B. Parker should be 
nominated for Governor by the Democrats, 
who he would appoint in his place, smil- 
ingly replied: 

**I think my first act after my re-election 
would be to reappoint Judge Parker.” 

“But you would only appoint him for a 
year?” 

“That is all that I could do,’ responded 
Gov. Odell. 

The Governor said he would order a spe- 
cial election to fill the vacancy in the old 
Tenth Congress District caused by the 
death of Amos J. Cummings. ‘I will take 
the matter up on my return to Albany on 
Saturday. While some complications have 
arisen from the reapportionment of the 
Congress districts, the people in the old 
Tenth are entitled to a representative at 
Washington, and I want them to have 
one.” 

Asked about the prospective Republican 
candidate for Lieutenant Governor, Mr. 
Odell replied: 

‘“*T have no candidate concealed about my 
person.”’ 

The Governor will speak at Dobbs Ferry 
to-day, and will then go to Albany, leaving 
there for Newburg to-morrow. He expects 
to see Senator Platt this morning. 

Asked about possible appointments to the 
Supreme Court Bench to succeed the late 
George P. Andrews and Justices Kk. L. 
Fursman and Leslie W. Russell, who have 
resigned, the Governor said: 

“No great necessity for any appoint- 
ments just now. The courts are nor in 
session, and it is just as well to save the 
salaries that would be paid them.”

Concerning the State ticket Gov. 
remarked: 

‘The crops up the State are very good 
on the whole, but the hop crop is a little 


short. I'm a pretty busy man just now. I 
have a good many speeches to prepare.”’ 


SUICIDE AND ACCIDENT 
ON RECREATION PIER. 


Man Jumped Into River at Twenty- 
fourth Street and Was Drowned— 
Another Fell In and 
Was Rescued. 


There was excitement in plenty at the 
Recreation Pier at the foot of Bast Twenty- 
fourth Street last night. One man jumped 
from the pier, committing suicide, and an- 
other, while asleep, rolled from the pier 
into the river. In each instance a great 
crowd of people witnessed daring efforts 
to save the lives of the drowning men. 

It was at 8:30 o'clock, while the crowd 
was greatest, that a man, apparently about 
forty-five years old and poorly dressed, 
strolled to the end of the pier and, without 
any warning, jumped Into the water. Wo- 
men and children screamed, and as the 
man arose to the surface William Daus, 
sixteen years old, of 418 East Fifteenth 
Street, plunged in and grabbed him. 

The man immediately began to struggle, 
and the boy, finding himself no match for 
him, cried out for help. William H. Knoep- 
pel, a city employe, of 427 Westchester 
Avenue, went to his assistance, and be- 
tween them Daus and Knoeppel finally 
managed to get the man to a raft about 
firtty feet from the pier. 

All three were badly exhausted by the 
time they reached the raft. An ambulance 
was summoned from Bellevue Hospital, 
and Dr. Vose, who responded, worked over 
the man for some time, but he died with- 
out having recovered consciousness. The 
body was removed to the Bast Twenty- 
second Street Station. 

In the man's pocket was found a letter. 
It was addressed to James Plauss at the 
Eureka House on the Bowery. The letter 
is dated from Hanley Hill, Chaterick, N. 
Y., and the writer apologizes because of 
his inability to send money to the rson 
to whom the letter was addressed. The let- 
ter is signed ‘‘ Your loving brother, Aaron.” 
At the Eureka House the clerk said that 
no such person as Plauss was known there. 

Before this occurrence, in the afternoon, 
William Salm, twenty-seven years old, of 
401 East Forty-sixth Street, went to sleep 
on the end of the same pier and rolled into 
the water. James Fox, an employe of the 
Dock Department, jumped in and sueceed- 
ed in getting Salm to a raft in safety. 
Salm was little the worse for his bath,

Army of Defense and Attacking War- 
ships Almost Ready for Mimic 
Warfare.

In order to decide which side wins the 
imaginary contest, which will go througn 
next week, a large number of umpires and 
observers have been assigned to the difier- 
ent forts and to the different vessels cf the 
fleet, which will be commanded by Ai- 
miral Higginson. These umpires and ob- 
servers will leave for their posts from this 
city to-morrow afternoon. For the last 
few days they have been in constant con- 
sultation at the War College ere. ach 
vessel of the fleet will have a navy um- 
pire and an army observer, whi!2 each fort 
will have an army umpire and a navy ob- 
server. 

Target practice at all the forts will be 
finished to-morrow, the practice at the forts 
on Narragansett Bay being practically com- 
pleted to-day, although there will be some 
six-inch gun firing to-morrow afternoon. 


The practice to-day was from Fort Adams, 
the large 13-inch’ mortars pene used and 
fired at a target anchored off Castle Hili, 
and the results were very satisfactory. 
Seventy-two unloaded shells were fired, 
ae shot weighing 800 pounds and costing 
56. 

The army to-day established a signal and 
searchlight station near the Brenton Cove 
life saving station, not far from the fa- 
mous Ocean Drive. Two special telephone 
wires will run to the Newport station and 
a temporary house will be erected for the 
accommodation of the officers. Two large 
searchlights have also been put in, together 
with a dynamo plant, and it is expected 
that upon that station will fall most of the 
work in picking up any attacking fleet 
which may come in at night. 


FISHER’'S ISLAND, N. Y., Aug. 28.—The 
troops at Fort Wright are gradually mak- 
ing themselves familiar with the arraament 
on the island, and this afiernoon the men 
operated the mortars for three bours. ‘To- 
night searchlight signals are being ex- 
changed with New London. The men also 
signal with the searchlight to several points 
on the tsland. 

What is believed to be the largest search- 
light in the United States has been 
mounted at the top of Prospect Mount, and 
the New London shore, five miles away, 
can be plainly seen when the light is 
turned in that direction. 

A strong east wind is blowing across the 
island to-night, and the prospects for clear 
weather to-morrow are not promising. 

NEW LONDON, Conn., Aug. 28.—To-mor- 
row night the first real move in the game 
of war between the army and navy will be

The tug also has estab- 
lished wireless telegraphy plants at Block 
Island and Fort Wetherell, and will ner- 
self be equipped with the wireless teleg- 
raphy. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., Aug. 28.—In 
marked contrast with the conditions of the 
early part of this week, when officers in 
army uniform was much in evidence about 
the city, there are now no army officers 
here, with the exception of those on duty 
at Fort Trumbull, the base of supplies for 
the forts of the New London District. 
Major Gen. MacArthur and his staff are 
devoting personal attention to the inspec- 
tion of the island forts. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—At the last mo- 
ment a portion of the New York Naval 
Militia has decided to take part in the 
joint army_ and navy manoeuvres.

Arbitration is com- 
pulsory, and when disputes arise between 
employers and employed both parties are 
require to submit the issue to a board of 
arbitration, which is under Government 
control. A.Judge of the Supreme Court ie 
the head of the board, and two assessors 
are named to act with him, one appointed 
by each side. 

‘‘“A money deposit, sufficiently large to 
make both the parties to the dispute un- 
willing to forfeit it, is required to be paid 
into the court before the arbitration begins. 
The deposit is a guarantee that both sides 


will abide by the finding of the board. Since | 


the enactment of this compulsory arbitra- 
tion law strikes in New South Wales are 
unknown. A similar system exists in New 
Zealand.”

He Is Cordially Cheered on His 


Entry Into the City. 


At a State Banquet the Kaiser and the 


King Both Speak of the Strength 
of the Triple Alliance. 


BERLIN, Aug. 28—King Victor Em- 
manuel of Italy, accompanied by Emperor 


“William, the Empress, Crown Prince Fred- 


erick William, and Signor Prinetti, (Ital- 
fan Minister of Foreign Affairs,) and es- 
corted by a detachment of cuirassiers, 
made his state entry into Berlin this morn- 
ing.. The weather was splendid. The Im- 
perial Chancellor, Count von Biilow, and 
the Italian Ambassador to Germany, Count 
Lanza di Busca, met the royal party at 
the railroad station, whence they drove 
through the gayly decorated streets to the 
Brandenburg Gate. 

The entry of the King into the city was 
advanced half an hour before the published 
time as a precaytion against possible dis- 
order. Consequently the great crowds 
which were packed into place an hour be- 
fore the royal party's arrival at the Brand- 
enburg Gate were astonished by the ap-

THE RAND FEARS HEAVY TAXES. 


Mining Interests Alarmed by Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s Speech on the Trans- 
vaal’s War Contribution.

LONDON, Aug. 20.—The Rand mining 
industry, says The Times's Pretoria cor- 
respondent, is apprehensive regarding 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain's inten- 
tions as to the war taxation of the 
Transvaal, as adumbrated in his speech 
in the House of Commons on July 29. 

It is rumored that Mr. Chamberlain 
means to exact £50,000,000 or £100,000,- 
000, but, as there is not likely fo be any 
surplus for many years, it is thought 
that even the former sum would perma- 
nently hamper the colony’s resources. 

The correspondent says that £25,000,- 
000 or £30,000,000 is the greatest con- 
tribution the colony can make. The 
Transvaal surplus, when any, ought to 
| be devoted to immigration, land settle- 

ment, irrigation, and other productive 
schemes. If the surplus from the mines 
be not applied to the development of 
South Africa, but merely to paying a 
heavy tribute to the imperia] exchequer, 
there will be serious risk that the ex- 
haustion of the mines will leave South 
Africa impoverished, and perhaps hos- 
tile to the British connection.

‘*T do not believe that anybody wil! doubt 
that the material prosperity of these coun- 
tries will be enormously increased by the 
change in Government which has taken 
place. I say, then, that, in my opinion, it 
is perfectly fair to lay upon the prine*pal 
industry of the Transvaal a fair provortion 
of the cost of the war.

LONDON, Aug. 20.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Times says that the

| and obtained a loan of 200,000 taels from 
the American bank at Shanghai, plead- 
ing that he is unable to meet the de- 
mands of the Board of Revenue. 

The application for the loan was ac-

Other provincial authorities are bor- 
| rowing indemnity funds, and, says the

rupt officials.

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SOUTHERN RAILWAY 
VOTING TRUST REPORT 


Reasons for Extension of the Ar- 
rangement Defined. 


Negotiations Pending for Improvement 
—Desire to Prevent Control by Pur- 
chase in the Market—Results 


of Seven Years. 


The voting trustees of the Southern Rail- 
way Company—J. Pierpont Morgan, Charles 
Lanier, and George F. Baker—sent to the 
stockholders yesterday a circular that ad- 
vocates the advisability of extending the 
voting trust, on the ground mainly that, if 
the voting trust be not continued, it will 
be possible for anyone to buy up control of 
the road and change its policy of admin- 
istration, which is a reference to the Louis- 
ville and Nashville episode of last Spring. 
That would be undesirable, the circular de- 
clares, because of pending negotiations for 
further development of the system. The 
understanding is that the phrase refers to 
the plans for a Southern Railroad combi- 
nation which, it is supposed, J. Pierpont 
Morgan has under consideration. 

Mr. Morgan and his associate Trustees 
admit practically that they have not the 
absolute control of the propery by the own- 
ership of a majority of the capital stock, 
and they declare that they personally do 
not desire to continue as voting Trustees, 
but that the policy of the present manage- 
ment should be continued. In support of 
4@he argument they publish a comparative 
statement of the results of their adminis- 
tration during seven years. 

That part of the circular which gives the 
reason for the continuation of the voting 
trust, and which indirectly refers to the 
effort of John W. Gates to buy control of 
the Louisville and Nashville, says: 

“The events of the past eighteen months 
in connection with rafiroad properties have 
revealed the danger, to which corporate 
properties are exposed, of the control of 
their stock being bought up in the market 
by purchasers not identified with the prop- 
erty or permanently interested in its devel- 
opment and improvement. .Therefore, we 
do not hesitate to state that, in our opinion, 
it is decidedly for the interests of the stock- 
holders of the Southern Railway to protect 
their property by an extension of the voting 
trust until negotiations now pending for the 
further development and strengthening of 
its lines shall be settled beyond any risk of 
being overturned, and until the completion 
of other negotiations now pending in rela- 
tion to transportation interests in the 
Southern States which have an important 
bearing upon the interests of the Southern 
Railway Company. It is scarcely necessary 
for us to state that in bringing this mat- 
ter to the attention of the stockholders we 
have no desire to ourselves continue the re- 
sponsibilities of the last eight. years; at the 
same time we have felt that under the cir- 
cumstances it was our duty to make this 
statement, leaving it to the stockholders 
themselves, however, with full knowledge 
of all the circumstances, to determine what 
shall be done.”’ 

The circular explains further that by the 
agreement of 1894, under which the stock 
certificates were issued, it was provided 
that on July 1, 1899, if the Southern Rail- 
way Company should then have paid 5 per 
cent. cash dividend in one year on its pre- 
férred stock, or, if not, then as soon as 
stch dividend should be paid, the voting 
trust should be dissolved and the property 
turned over to the stockholders. 

On April 15, 1902, the company paid a 
semi-annual dividend of 2144 per cent. upon 
its preferred stock. If the dividend soon 
to be declared, payable in October, should 
be at the same rate, one of the conditions 
of the voting trust agreement, limiting the 
period thereof. would be fulfilled. Unless 
it be extended, the holders of both common 
and preferred stock trust certificates will 
be entitled, after payment of such divi- 
dend, to have certificates for stock of the 


Southern Railway Company delivered to 
them upon surrender of their respective 
stock trust certificates.

BRIBERY CHARGES DISMISSED. 


Justice Mayer Holds that Brauer Steam- 
ship: Official’s Statement Was 
Made on Hearsay. 


Charges of bribery and deception made 
by the Willlam W. Brauer Steamship Com- 
pany against Dock Department officials 
and Michael J. Dady of Brooklyn, were 
dismissed yesterday by Justice Mayer in 
the Court of Speciai Sessions, who in his 
decision fully exonerated all who had been 
accused. 

The proceedings were instituted upon the 
demand of Dock Commissioner Hawkes that 
the story, which was told at a hearing 
before Mayor Low on April 22 by Lyman 
E. Warren, Vice President of the steamship 
company, should be fully investigated. 

“The proceedings before me developed 
the fact,”’ said Justice Mayer, “that the 
statement made by Mr. Warren was hear- 
say and based entirely upon such alleged 
information as had been given to him by 
Mr. Brauer.” 

In detail the story was that Dock Master 
Fleming, in connection with two men named 
Bowman and Galleher, had demanded 
money from Mr. Brauer, who was anxious 
to hgve an open pier used for general com- 
merce transformed into a private or closed 
pier and leased to his company. 

Bowman had told Brauer, it was said, 
that it was always necessary to pay money 
on the outside to get the lease of a pier, 
and Dady was named as a man to advance 
the matter. At about this time, the pier 
at West Thirty-fourth Street had been 
rented to an Italian steamship line after 
the Dock Commissioners had refused to 
recommend to the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion that Pier 33, East River, be withdrawn 
from general use and rented as a closed pier 
to the Brauer company 

Justice Mayer finds from the testimony 
that Dady had no acquaintance with the 


Dock Commissioner, and that Bowman had 
no acquaintance with Dady, although he 
had an acquaintance with a man who knew 
Dady. Also, that with this..information 
Bowman called upon Dady, but had no in- 
terview at which this matter was set forth. 

There is not a _ scintilla of evidence 
pointing to knowledge upon Mr. Dady’s 
part of any scheme to get a lease by the 
ayment of money, nor of any promise on 
Mr. Dady’s part to engage in any such 
transaction,’ says Justice Mayer. “I con- 
clude that there is absolutely no founda- 
tion. for the accusation or suggestion made 
against the Deck Department, but that, on 
the contrary, the officers of that depart- 
ment did only their duty, fairly and con- 
scientiously.”’ 


MRS. WINTHROP’S BIG 
LEGACY TO PRINCETON. 


First Presbyterian Church Disappointed 
Over Bequest to Theological Semin- 
ary—Estate Exceeds $500,000. 


Mrs. Mary Winthrop’s will leaving the 
greater part of her estate, believed to be 
over $500,000, to the Princeton Theological 
Seminary has caused keen disappointment 
among the members of the First Presby- 
terian Church of this city. She and her 
sister, Margaret L. Gelston, inherited a 
large fortune from their father, Maltby 
Gelston, who was Coliector of the Port of 
New York in the eary part of the past 
century. In her will Mrs. Winthrop states 
that she wishes’ the legacy to the Prince- 
ton Theological Seminary to be understood 
as a joint gift, as her sister would have 
made the same will had she been the sur- 
vivor. 

Records of the First Presbyterian Church 
show that the Gelstons and the Winthrops 
were Trustees and members of the church 
for over a century. Mrs. Winthrop was 
one of the mainstays of the church and was 
largely interested in charity. St. Luke’s 
aud the Presbyterian Hospitals frequently 
received from her large contributions. 

She had no immediate relatives, and had 
never told the members of her famlly what 
she meant to do in regard to the disposition 
of her property.. The supposition was that 
she would leave her estate in equal parts 
to the -First Presbyterian Church, St. 


Luke's Hospital, and the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital. She had never talked of the semi- 
nary at Princeton. 

The announcement that she had willed 
practically all her fortune to this institution 
after leaving small bequests to distant rela- 
tives and faithful servants was consequent- 
ly a surprise to the members of the church 
which s had attended for‘ many years. 
She had been.a member of the old down- 
town congregation betore the move te 
Lower Fitth Avenue, and was married in 
the old church bearing the same name. It 
was for these reasons that the members of 
the First Presbyterian Church were sur 
prised when they read that she had left 
practically all her fortune to the seminary. 

Mrs. Winthrop was buried in the family 
vault, just under the path on the north side 
ot tne church. Most of the executors of 
the estate as mentioned in the will and its 
codicils, which made slight changes, are now 
dead. Winthrop McKim, whose grand- 
father married the testatrix, she being his 
second wife, and the Rev. George Nixon 
are the remaining executors of the will. 


STURGIS AT HEADQUARTERS. 


Says True Reasons for Relieving Chief 
Croker Have Not Been 
Made Public. 

Fire Commisisoner Sturgis reached his

The Chief 
had been relieved, he said, on what ap- 
peared to him to be good departmental 
reasons. 

Mr. Sturgis was asked if he would rein- 
state the six employes of the Fire Depart- 
ment repair shop, whom he had suspended 
from duty without any announced reason. 

“That I am not prepared to say,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Sturgis.

FIREMAN’S ARM STUCK 
TIGHT IN CYLINDER 


In Torture for Six Hours with Swol- 
len Blood Vessels. 





Steel Had to be Cut for His Release— 
Predicament That Prevented the 
Steamboat Nassau from Running. 


There was much speculation yesterday as 
to why the ferryboat Nassau, that runs 
between Long Island City and Wall Street 
for the convenience of business men, whose 
interests are down town, was out of com- 
mission. Late in the afternoon the cause 
of the laying up of the boat became known, 
and an unusual cause it turned out to be. 

The Nassau was at her slip in Long Is!- 
and City on Wednesday morning and the 
engineers and firemen were busy oiling and 
cleaning the machinery. A pump in the 
engine room had not been doing satisfac- 
tory work, and Charles Howell, a fireman, 
was assigned to ascertain the cause and 
remedy the defect. 

To do the work properly Howell had to 
remove the cylinder head of the pump. 
Then while kneeling, he inserted an arm, 
and, finding the trouble, set matters 
straight in quick order. He tried to pull 
his arm out of the pump and was surprised 
to find that it would not come. The mus- 
cles had become almost abnormally de- 
veloped, and he had found it rather hard to 
get it through the opening at first, but 
when he did get*it through, it fitted in 
very comfortably and he did not experience 
any difficulty in performing his work. 

The biood could not return to the shoul- 


der, and the result was that the arm began 
to swell. Howel: pulled with all his might, 
but the arm wouid not move, and as the 
pain was becoming intense he yelled for 
assistance. His cry was heard by the en- 
gineer, who went to his aid, but the en- 
gineer was unable to do anything for him. 
The arm continued to swell, and the pain 
became almost unbearable. The engineer 
called the Captain and the deckhands, but 
the combined efforts of all could not move 
the man’s arms. 

The Captain sent word of the trouble to 
the office, and Drv J. Frank Valentine, 
chief surgeon of the Long Island Railroad, 
went to the boat. Oil was poured on the 
arm and other methods were resorted to 
to relieve Howell, but the arm stuck fast. 

The pain eventually became so intense 
that Dr. Valentine Had to administer an in- 
jection hypodermically to dull the sensa- 
tion. The surgeon said the steel casing 
must be broken or cut, as it would be oth- 
erwise impossible to release the man with- 
out cutting off his arm. 

The order to cut the cylinder was given, 
The breaking of it with a sledge was sug- 
gested, but, owing to the arm having swol- 
len to the full capacity of the interior, it 
was feared that the blows would rupture 
the blood vessels in the arm. 

The cylinder was of chilled steel and the 
saws procured from near-by machine shops 
made very little impression on it, and sev- 
eral were used wb before the jacket ‘was 
cut through so that a slight tap fractured 
the thin shell which remained. When the 
shell had. been parted thin steel wedges 
were driven in the opening and the jacket 
Was torn apart at about 4:30 P. M., which 
was about six hours after Howell discov- 
ered his predicament. Dr. Valentine then 
reduced the swelling so that Howell was 
able to report for work yesterday, although 
his arm was very sore. The Nassau cannot 
be placed in service until after the arrival 
of a new cylinder from the engine builders.

Crashes Through Fence and Van- 
ishes from Sight of Crowd. 


Injured Driver with Surgeon and Work- 
men Raised on a Platform by an 
Engine to the Ambulance.

the Rapid Transit subway on Broadway, 
between Forty-third and Forty-fourth 
Streets, last night, falling thirty feet, and 
flinging the chauffeur, Edward Morris of 
Ninety-second Street and Amsterdam Ave- 
nue, into the trench. He was seriously in- 
jured, and the automobile was wrecked. 
In the presence of nearly 3,000 people Mor- 
ris was lifteg@ out on a hoisting platform 
and then taken in an ambulance to Roose- 
velt Hospital. 

Morris was driving along Broadwiy when 
he saw Car No. 211, bound northward, ar- 
riving at a rapid rate. He tried to swerve 
out of the way, but as the automobile 
crossed the track the rear wheels slid on 
the rails. It was alongside the cubway, 
and the machine careened, then tilted, and 
went crashing through the timber fence 
that bordered the pit and disappeared in 
the darkness below. 

The crash could be heard all over the 
neighborhood and diners in near-by restau- 
rants and people in the hotels and on the 
street rushed to the of the broken 
fence, while the car continued on its way. 

A lot of workingmen were in the tunnel 
at Forty-second Street, working with lime- 
lights, and they ran up the subway on 
hearing the crash. They found the wrecked 
automobile first and then came upon Mor- 
ris lying twenty feet away, groaning and 
only half conscious. 

The man could not be taken out of the 
subway from where he was, and four werk- 
men carried him down to the Forty-second 
Street end. Dr. Milliken of Roosevelt hos- 
pital, who soon arrived in an ambulance, 
descended into the subway by a ladder and 
found that Morris had a badly torn scalp 
and a possible fracture of the skull, a 
wound in the hip with a possible fracture 
of that bone, many bruises of the cdy, 
and internal injuries. He ordered the men 
to get the sufferer to the street as quick- 
ly as possible. The steam engine for the 


hoisting apparatus was put 
the wooden platform with 
rowered it to Morris's side. 
by this time a great crowd had gathered 
about the trench. They leaned against the 
tailings with such, force along the side of 
the subway at Forty-second Street and 
Broadway, that the timbers cracked. This 
startled every one and the women screamed 
with fear as they backed out and then ran 
for safety, followed by the men. Nothing 
gave way, however. and the crowd soon 
pressed forward again.

No 
location has as yet been secured, and it 
has not been determined even approxi- 
mately the date when the institution will 
open for business. 

The bank is being promoted by W. W.

He 
was the first President of the National 
Bank of the Republic. However, he and Mr. 
Bell remained only a few months with the 
institution.

AMERICAN Y. C. REGATTA. 


The first of the two regattas with which 
the American Yacht Club signalizes the 
revival of the yachting spirit among its 
members was sailed on Long Island Sound 
off Milton Point, Rye, yesterday after- 
noon. It was the first open regatta that 
has been held under the auspices of the 
club for four or five years. The pro- 
gramme was devoted to the new one-design 
classes that have been so busy and so suc- 
cessful in this season’s local yacht races. 
The Larchmont, New Rochelle, Manhasset, 
Bay, and Horseshoe Harbor Clubs were 


represented in the race. 

The boats of the American’s 21-foot class 
had another struggle, such as they have 
become famous for. From start to finish 
the Howdy and the Hobo fought it out inch 
by inch. At the end of the first half of the 
course the Howdy was ahead by only two 
seconds. On the last round she increased 
that lead, however, and was the winner by 


thirty-seven seconds. The Jolly Tar was 
behind the Hobo one minute and twenty- 
five seconds, and ahead of the Rascal one 
minute and twenty-one seconds. In the 
club's 18-foot class the Zelica III. and the 
Mongoose III. also had a close race. The 
Mongoose made a poor start, but at the 
end of the first round had got up to her 
opponent. On the second round she slowly 
crept ahead, and was a winner by five 
seconds, 

Twenty-seven boats came to the starting 
line, and twenty-six of them finished, One 
eourse was designated for all the classes. 
Tt was triangular from off the Scotch Caps 
Buoy, eastnortheast one and five-eighths 
miles around the Larchmont White Spar 
Buoy, off Parsonage Point, south one-half 
east one and five-eighths miles around a 
stakeboat, and west-northwest one and 
five-eighths miles to the starting line. The 
distance was four and seven-eighths miles, 
and the course was sailed twice over by all 
the classes except the Manhasset Bay and 
the Horseshoe Harbor. 

It was fine yachting weather, the condi- 
tions being ideal for the small boats. At 
the start the wind was east-southeast, but 
in the afternoon it backed to east one-half 
north, blowing fresh all the time. The 
winners were the Howdy, Dorothy, Mon- 
goose III., Lambkin, Caper, and Catharine. 

To-day the regatta will be open to the 
75-foot class schooners, the 70, 60, 43, 36, 
and 30 foot sloops, and the raceabouts, 
Summary:

STRIKES IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

The State Board of Arbitration and 
Conciliation of Massachusetts publishes 
statistics which appear to show that the 
storm centre of labor disputes this year 
is in New England. Between Jan. 1 and 
July 31 there occurred in Massachusetts 
430 strikes, or something over two a 
Those who look for the reasons un- 
derlying general facts of this character 
are likely to conclude that the largé 
number of strikes occurring in Massa- 
chusetts is evidence of unusual activity 
on the part of the unions, and a dispo- 
sition to declare war on slight provoca- 
tion. This may be true, but if so there 
is a more satisfactory explanation to be 
found in the fact that existing economic 
conditions deny to New England em- 
ployers in the manufacturing industries 
the opportunity of dealing as liberally 
with labor as those of other districts are 
able to do. : 

In view of the conditions which are 
matters of experience with every one 
who has to do with manufacturing in 
New England, it may well occasion sur- 
prise that the volce of that section has 
not found expression in an emphatic de- 
mand for a lower range of duties on raw 
tnaterials which would put its manufac- 
turers on a plane of equal advantage 
with those of other sections, with which 
they are now maintaining an unequal 
competition. With free raw materials 
manufacturing in New England would 
feel the stimulus of a new life all along 
the line. It needs the coal, coke, pig 
fron, and the lumber of Canada and the 
Maritime Provinces, the hides of South 
America. for its leather industries, the 
wool of every sheep-raising country for 
admixture with domestic wool for its 
cloths and carpets, steel billets and bars 
for its varied and extensive hardware 
and edged tool industries, and in fact 
everything it does not produce and can- 
not procure of domestic production on 
terms of equality with the Middle West. 
New England cannot hold its own by a 
gradual scaling down of wages to offset 
the handicap of an economic policy in 
Tederal legislation by reason of which 
its interests are deliberately sacrificed in 
order that those conducting the crude 
and elementary industries of mining, 
smelting, lumbering, sheep raising, and 
cattle growing may enjoy a protection 
they do not need and which they can 
have only by means which are destroying 
New England and restricting the indus- 
trial development of every other section 
of the country.

VISITORS FROM HUNGARY. 


While a certain reserve has marked 
the relations between Austria-Hungary 
with this country ever since the depart- 
ure of the French from Mexico and the 
barbarous execution of MAXIMILIAN, the 
coming of a delegation of Hungarians 
now on the ocean shows that so far as 
Magyars in the empire are concerned 
they have never laid that unfortunate 
event at our doors, or else that long ago 
they concluded to say, in the German 
phrase: “Sponge across it!” 

At the seme time they are as anxious 
as the Germans that their fellow-coun- 
trymen settled in the United States shall 
not forget the old home in a land where 
a welcome for their compatriots has be- 
come traditional. Americans went to the 
very limits of international comity when 
KossuTH arrived on these shores and did 
him such honor as very naturally roused 
the anger of powerful nations in Europe 
to whom the suppression cf the national 
feeling in Hungary was vital. Hungary 
has never forgotten the reception of her 
hero. All the more reason, they well 
may argue, that Hungarians over here 
may gradually lose that yivid race mem- 
ory which seems the birthgift of the 
Magyar. 

So Gen. JosEF ZsENY and his com- 
rades are bringing over a gorgeous Hun- 
garian standard for their national or- 
ganizations here to use. With a very 
pretty and very ancient bit of symbolism 
they have added to the flagstaff a gold- 
en globe filled with earth from the fa- 
mous battlefields. It suggests the sym- 
bolic presents we read about in Herodo- 
tus when haughty conquerors sent am- 
bassadors to nations beyond the Euxine 
demanding tribute and received in lieu 
of written answer various homely things 
to which some drastic meaning was at- 
tached. In this case the handfuls of 
earth from the battlefields are to remind

Hungarians that a little but valiant na- 
tion still exists surrounded by peoples 
who are always ready to submerge it, as 
Poland was submerged by Russia, Aus- 
tria, and Prussia. 

The generation that read with tears 
Miss JANE PorTER’s “ Thaddeus of War- 
saw’ and thrilled at the name of Kos- 
sUTH has almost passed away. England 
and Germany are turning their atten- 
tion to their exiles and colonists, veil- 
ing a good deal the contemptuous looks 
they used to cast on those who left the 
old soil-and devising means to keep the 
feeling of nationality warm. France and 
Italy are very naturally slower to act, 
having less commerce and perhaps less 
ambition. Is this delegation, one asks, 
the result of the recent coddling of colo- 
nists by England and Germany, a more 
or less unconscious following of a fash- 
ion? Or do the Magyars feel that the 
situation of Hungary may soon be peril- 
ous, when FRANz JosEF is no more, and 
the loosely bound empire of Hungarians, 
Slavs, and Germans lacks a ruler who 
exerts a power for stability no other 
member of his family can hope to equal? 

Have their Auspices noted the war- 
eagles gathering, and heard the crows 
discussing an approaching war of the 
peoples? The Magyars, we may feel sure, 
do not regard the Peace Czar with much 
seriousness as a character strong enough 
to stand in the way of a Russian war 
party. Russia overwhelmed them once; 
she might do so again and forever, if 
Germany under Prussian leadership 
agreed on her share of the loot. 

Odd about this delegation are its ap- 
parently informal, unofficial character, 
and the statement that its members will 
visit the President. This does not fit 
the etiquette of European Chancelleries, 
but a President can do many things not 
permitted to an Emperor or a King. 
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TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——We notice in many of our contempo- 
raries an inclination—which they have not 
resisted—to treat Mr. JAMEs J. VAN ALEN 
with great severity because of the report 
that he recently declared the United States 
“not a fit place for a gentleman to live 
in,” and added, not only that England was 
such a place, but that it was the only such 
place. Of course, we saw the statement 
ascribed to Mr. VAN ALEN, but we re- 
frained from getting excited over it—for 
several reasons. First and foremost among 
them was the reason that Mr. VAN ALEN 
had excuse for a vast amount of irrita- 
tion in the public use that had just been 
made of the picture of a member of his 
family, and therefore he could easily be 
pardoned for speaking without much re- 
gard for the feelings of his—as yet—coun- 
trymen. In the next place, it seemed to us 
that Mr. VAN ALEN’S words were not neces- 
sarily offensive. Before entering upon a 
quarrel, as before beginning an argument, 
it is wise to agree upon definitions of the 
terms to be employed, and it would be the 
height of folly to quarrel with Mr. Van 
ALEN with regard to the possibility of a 
gentleman’s living in the United States 
when he meant one thing by “ gentleman” 
and you meant another. For certain pur- 
poses and in ordinary usage, Englishmen 
give that word a signification larger than, 
if not different from, the one it hag for us. 
There, it is not in every man's power to be 
a gentleman, even if -he displays all the 
virtues of one; here it is. There certain 
men are gentlemen who would not be so 
regarded here, or at least they can retain 
the title longer and receive a measure of 
consideration which we would deny them. 
It is quite true that England, if not the 
only fit place for gentlemen of a sort not 
ours to live, is among the very best, and it 
is Mkely enough that Mr. VAN ALEN had 
gentlemen of that kind in mind when he 
spoke. So what's the use of scolding him? 
Whether he remains here or goes away, 
neither the destinies nor the definitions of 
the Nation will be in the slightest degree 


affected. 


—Practically identical stories of sig- 
nals properly made on the one nand and 
recklessly or stupidly disobeyed on the 
other are told by the masters of the two 
steamers that collided in the Narrows 
Wednesday afternoon, and of course it is 
not for landsmen to anticipate the decision 
of the maritime authorities to whom the 
controversy will in due course be submit- 
ted. It is obvious, however, that steps both 
right and abe Ps were not taken on both 
vessels. Grave fault there must have been 
somewhere, but from that it does not fol- 
low that one of the stories is false and the 
other true. It is at least possible that the 
collision resvited from an inherent weak- 
ness in the system of signaling used Ly 
these and other vessels. That system is of 
course the product of high skill and long 
experience, and it is used by men of intelli- 
gence whose material interests and very 
lives depend upon its successful operation, 
but far from infrequently, as in this in- 
stance, the system breaks down completely 
and then ensues a lamentable interchange 
of flat contradictions between men whom 
nobody wants to suspect of mendacity. 
Whoever or whatever may have been re- 
sponsible for the accident, there is no doubt 
of one thing—that the officers of the Italian 
liner maintained, and her crew exhibited, 
in circumstances extremely trying, that 
self-possession, discipline, and efficiency 
which seafarers of the so-called Angio- 
Saxon race are prone to claim as particu- 
larly their own and to deny to the Latin 
peoples. There was panic on the Liguria, 
but it was confined to the immigrant pas- 
sengers and was quickly calmed by Capt. 
MoNTANO and his subordinates, all of whom, 
according to common consent of the cooler 
observers, met the emergency in a way 
that would have done credit to the best 
sailors of any nation. Nowhere else than 
on shipboard is heroism demanded oftener, 
and nowhere else, it can safely be said, is 
heroism oftener shown. English-speaking 
seamen certainly do not lack it, but epi- 
sodes like this one prove that they do not 
monopolize it. 


— One's heart goes out with a rush, 
which is also a bang, to Mr. P. MCCABE, the 
official poet of the regular and regnant 
Tammany organization in the Second As- 
sembly District. Mr. P. MCCABE may or may 
not be a singer of the first rank. We have 
not read enough of his work to form an 
intelligent opinion on that point, and, any- 
way, our verdict wouldn’t be conclusive. 
Judging simply from two of his verses, 
however, we can say with perfect confi- 
dence that Mr. P. McCaBE has the noble 
courage of the great poet, that he is the 
master of language, not its slave, and that 
no matter how rebellious a word may be 
to other bards, he can reduce it to the sub- 
missiveness of a cocker spaniel by a’ mere 
glance of the eye. We know all this, be- 
cause in a brief ode in the interests of his 
district leader, Mr. P. McCABE addresses: 


Not those wearing diamonds, sapphires or onx, 
But the pletn, decent folk of Manhattan and 
Bronx. 


We recall the name of no living poet, 
either engaged in the active practice of his 


profession or retired on his fortune, who 


ee, 
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could thus have cowed the word “onyx” 
and forced it, not only to rhyme, but to 
rhyme extremely well, with the word 
“ Bronx.” Mr. SwINBURNE, Mr. KIPLING, 
Mr. PuHinurrs, Mr. AusTIN, and a hundred 
others, big and little, might have wanted to 
do it, might have seen that it was the 
thing to do, but never a one of them 
would have had—well, for want of a bet- 
ter term, call it the nerve, to wed two 
nouns apparently so incompatible. But Mr. 
McCaBE did it—and so. simply! A slash of 
the pen through a letter and the thing was 
done. If he had chosen, he would have 
put a “y” in “Bronx” and made it 
“ Bronyx,” but some delicate intuition, not 
to be understood or criticised by the prosaic 
laity, prevented this, and “‘ onyx". became 
“onx,"’ to the fervent admiration, we war- 
rant, of every literary gent and gentess. 


——While Great Britain is copying our 
methods of teaching and treating young 
army officers, it might be as well, per- 
haps, if she 4tudied certain features of our 
naval system and copied that, too. Mr. 
LABOUCHERE, whose talent, amounting to 
positive genius, for giving pain to his own 
countrymen, fs so frequently illustrated in 
his paper, Truth, discourses at length i 
the last number to reach us, first, on the 
inadequate supply of engineer officers in 
the Royal Navy, and, second, on the fact 
that even those engineers whom the navy 
has are subjected to annoyances and hu- 
miliations in strange contrast with their 
importance to the modern warship. It 
seems that on one of the newest first-class 
British cruisers no cabin or even a share 
of a cabin is provided for assistant engi- 
neers, but they must sling their hammocks 
in a gangway and keep their uniforms and 
other personal belongings in a gunroom: 
locker. And when an assistant engince7 
on this cruiser applied for permission to 
use a cabin that happened to be empty, he 
was told that it was needed for the Cap- 
tain’s steward! From this curious state of 
affairs Mr. LaABoUCHERE turns to an ar- 
ticle by Lieut. CaRLYON BELLAIRS in The 
Monthly Review deprecating any agitation 
in favor of the engineers and declaring 
that such outcry as has been made was 
prompted ‘partly by an unpatriotic desire 
to advance the interests of a section of the 
service to the detriment of the efficiency of 
the navy, and partiy by the sinister inglu- 
ence of ar sarap tg ladies, who desire to see 
their hushands or other relatives advanced 
in ‘ relative rank,’ arrayed in more gorgeous 
uniforms, : nd exercising more august func- 
tions, whether on the quarterdeck or cn 
courts-martial, or even téte-&-téte with 
‘My Lords’ in Whitehall.” That version 
of the quarrel naturally wakes the ire of 
Mr. LABOUCHERE. Now, we, too, once had 
trouble, and it was none too savory, be- 
tween “line” and “ staff" on shipboard, 
bu we never held the convenience of young 
engineers subordinate to that of valets, and 
the whole difficulty of “ relative rank” in 
the American Navy is now fairly well set- 
tled. And for many a day it has not been 
said about a fleet of ours, as was said, nct 
by enemies, about the fleet assembled at 
Spithead—“‘It js rotten to the core.” 
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THE PROBLEM OF THE TRUSTS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Whether or not it is Mr. Roosevelt's am- 
bition to be eleeted President, it should not 
hinder him from acting and stop talking. 
The new method of insuring the confidence 
of the people by delivering speeches in va- 
rious parts of the country is productive of 
good results only when “ promises” and 
“beliefs "’ are put in execution. Curtailing 
the power of the trusts is imperative. 
Instead of calling a special session of 
Congress to consider the Cuban problem, let 
it be to consider the trust problem. Suffi- 
clent time has elapsed since they have been 
menacing the welfare of the gountry, and 
further parleying with the subject will fo- 
ment revolution. That trusts do good, and 
only a little harm, is an assertion based on 
a translucent theory. If the manufacture 
of new dainties to tickle the palates of the 
dainty, the creation of new pleasures to 


squander the time of the wealthy, or the 

conception of new vices to satisfy the de- 

sires of the immoral are placed in the cate- 

ety of benefits, then the country is bene- 
ed. 

Absolute control of any product by an 
individual or corporation will eventually 
cause a majority to suffer. Legislation 
may curb a trust's power, but it cannot suf- 
ficiently interfere with its business methods 
to benefit a majority of the people. The 
solution is not to decorate the trust with 
laws, but to abolish the trust. The civil 
wur was fought to throw off the yoke of 
human slavery. Let us hope that the in- 
dustrial war that will inevitably come will 
have less bloodshed before the yoke of 
financial slavery is abolished. People be- 
come more conservative as education and 
intelligence spread, but these very powers 
of conservatism sharpen the pangs of ne- 
cessity and make more keenly felt the in- 
justice of deprivation. A suffering mind is 
a greater incentive to civil discord than a 
crenitng stomach.

SECRETARY SHAW’S PLAN 


TO AID MONEY MARKET 


Banks Invited to Order More 
Amounts of Circulating Notes. 


In Statement It Is Declared the Move- 
ment Is Purely Prudential in 
Case of Necessity. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—In view of ru- 
mors as to Secretary Shaw's plans for re- 
lieving the money market in the event of 
a possible stringency, the Secretary, who is 
in New York, to-day authorized Assistant 
Secretary Ailes to make the following 
statement: 

“The Secretary recently invited some of 
the larger National banks in the principal 
cities to order additional amounts of cir- 
culating notes to. be printed. National 
banks are entitled to issue circulation to 
the full amount of their capital. The ag- 
gBregate capital of National banks is $700,- 
000,000, but the banks have outstanding only 
$358,000,000 of circulation. 

“The Secretary has hoped to introduce 
an element of elasticity into the present 
system. His suggestions to the various 
banks in the larger cities that they make 
preparation for additional circulation have 
met with very favorable responses. It is 
not his intention that they should issue 
this additional circulation at all events, 
but only in case of actual necessity and 
emergency. He does not propose to inflate 
the currency in any sense, but to be pre- 
pared to meet the actual currency demand 
should one arise. 

“With this in view those banks which 
have made arrangements to deposit 
United States bonds as security for such 
additional circulation have sent in their 
orders, and the Secretary has had all 
branches of the Treasury service busily en- 
gaged in expediting the preparation of the 
notes pending a possible emergency. 

“All this work of preparation does not 
indicate that the Secretary will expect the 
banks to issue additional notes except in 
response to real necessity. The movement 
is purely prudential and precautionary and 
intended to relieve any possible currency 
famine. It does not conflict at all with 
any of the various other methods which 
have heretofore been employed by the de- 
partment in relieving the money market.” 


The presence of Secretary Shaw in the 
financial district yesterday brought forth 
a story to the effect that the banks in 
this city intended, to borrow or buy bonds 
to the amount of $100,000,000 for deposit 
with the United States Treasury, aga mst 
which circulation was to be issued, in or- 


der to provide money for the moving of 
the crops, this circulation to be altter- 
ward retired. 

This story was hardly considered seri- 
ously by the bankers who were asked 
about the poy of putting such a 
yee through. Harvey Fisk & Sons and 
fermilye & Co., who deal largely in Gov- 
ernment bonds, declared that it would be 
impossible to buy an amount anywhere 
near $100,000,000 at reasonable prices. Such 
a purchase would send up the prices to a 
yoint where it would not be profitable to 
ees circulation against them, especially 
for so short a period as six months. 

An officer of one of the largest banks 
said that it would not be possible to bor- 
row that amount of bonds, although small- 
er amounts could be borrowed. The possi- 
bility of such a plan on a reduced scale 
depended on the willingness of bondhold- 
ers to loan their bonds at a low rate of 
interest. j 

Secretary Shaw had a conference with 
Deputy Assistant Treasurer G. W. Marlor 
at the Sub-Treasury, and with Collector 
Stranahan at the Custom House. Collector 
Stranahan said that only routine matters 
were discussed. 

At the Sub-Treasury it was admitted that 
Mr. Shaw talked about bond deposits and 
more money for circulation, but nothing 
could be got of the transactions. It was 
said that Mr. Shaw had an informal con- 
ference with the Presidents of a number of 
the big banks. 


ENTRY OF PERSONAL EFFECTS. 


Secretary Shaw Issues a Circular Re- 
garding Free Admission of Articles 
Under the Act of 1897. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Secretary Shaw 
has issued the following circular regarding 
the free entry of personal effects under 


the act of 1897: 


“To Collectors and Other Officers of the 
Customs: 

‘“‘It having been brought to the attention 
of the department that certain persons 
have sought to place a strained construc- 
tion upon the department circular No. 48, 
under date of May 7, 1902, the following 
explanation thereof and supplemental in- 
structions are hereby issued: 

“The language employed in the circular 
referred to is as follows: Exemption from 
duty wili be allowed on wearing apparel, 
articles of personal adornment, toilet arti- 
eles, and such other personal effects of a 
value not exceeding $100 as are ordinarily 
purchased abroad by tourists, provided 
they are not intended for the use of wther 
persons or for sale. 

“The department still holds that exempt 
articles must In a sense be similar—that is, 
they must be of the same general class 
of articles as tourists ordinarily purchase 
abroad. It is the Intention to clothe the 
customs officers with some measure of dis- 
eretion. <A dress pattern is certainly sim- 
ilar to a gown, while a bolt of dress goods 
is merchandise. A pair of silk hose is wear- 
ing apparel, but a gross is merchandise." 

Fre Secretary also issued the following 
instructions to the Collector of Customs at 
New York in the matter of reimported for- 
eign goods: 

“Sir: I am in receipt of your letter of 
the 25th, calling attention to the depart- 
ment’s letter of Aug. 7, 1902, relative to the 
reimportation of an automobile, and sug- 
gesting that certain individuals are seek- 
ing to have the rule applied to merchandise. 

“This was not the intention. The ob- 
ject of the ruling is to relieve tourists from 
the second payment of duty on wearing 
apparel, articles of personal adornment, 
and other personal and household effects 
appropriate to their journey. It must not 
be extended to merchandise. To this end, 
valuable jewelry should be examined and 
identified by an expert Appraiser and care- 
fully packed. and sealed with appropriate 
identification marks, the same to be opened 
by a foreign representative of the Cov- 
ernment, thus protecting against substitu- 
tion.”’ 

It is declared that the extreme penalties 
of the law should be visited upon those 
who seek to take advantage for smuggling 
purposes. 


CLERKS AND CIVIL SERVICE. 


The Commission Has Before It Ques- 
tion of Persons Employed Temporarily. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The Civil 
Service Commission has before it a ques- 
tion regarding those persons who are em- 
ployed as temporary clerks in the depart- 
ments of the Government in Washington 
and elsewhere. The regular appropriation 
acts provide for the employment of tempo- 
rary clerks to meet emergencies at month- 

ly compensation fixed in the acts. 
Persons thus temporarily employed have 
been retained indefinitely. A question has 


been raised as to whether such appoint-’ 


ments should be made for one month and 
only to meet an emergency, as was. evi- 
dently intended by Congress. Commis- 


sioner Foulke has decided that the prac- 
tice of making indefinite appointments un- 
der the authority given for employing per- 
sons temporarily is wrong, and cannot be 
made for a longer period than one month. 

If this view of the law be sustained by 
the Civil Service Commission, which is 
considered probable, a number of persons 
earried on the temporary rolls of the de- 
partments will be dropped.

REPRESENTATIVE HOPKINS 
AGAINST TARIFF CHANGE. 


West Does Not Demand It, He Says— 
Congressman Hepburn Talks of 
lowa Situation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Representative 
Hopkins of Illinois, a member of the Ways 


and Means Committee and the probable — 


successor of Senator Mason in the Senate, 
has added his voice to the chorus of Re- 
publican leaders against any revision of 
the tariff, believing it would be cuicidal to 
disturb business interests with threats of 
revision, 

“TI agree with the statement made by 
Representative Cannon,” said Mr. Hopkins, 
“that there is no necessity for revising the 
tariff. I have recently traveled all over 
Iilinocis and have also made a tour of the 
West, and nowhere can I find any demand 
for tariff changes. We are now enjoying 
great prosperity and it would be suicidal, 
in my opinion, to disturb business interests 
with threats of unsettling the present con- 
ditions.”’ 

Representative Hepburn of Iowa says the 
Republicans of that State are in excellent 
shape for the contest next Fall and are not 
divided on the question of tariff revision. 
The Democrats have been talking of defeat- 


ing Mr. Hepburn in November, but he seems 
to have no apprehension on that score. 

“The Democrats always have me beaten 
before the election,’’ he said, “and I sup- 
pcse they are still of that way of thinking.

Dis- 
trict Commissioners have begun arrange- 
ments for the formal acceptance of the 
library.

MR. CARLISLE ON IMPERIALISM. 


In Address Before American Bar Asso- 
ciation Discusses Question Growing 
Out of War with Spain. 


SARATOGA, Aug. 28.—John G. Carlisle 
of New York, ex-Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, delivered the annual address to-day 
before the American Bar Association. He 
spoke upon the power of the United States 
to acquire and govern territory, which, he 
said, was a question growing out of the 
acquisition of territory from Spain. Un- 
less the Constitution is changed, which is 
hardly probable, said Mr. Carlisle, the law 
is the same, whether the territory is lo- 
the Eastern or Western Hemis-

He next touched upon the limitation of 
the power to acquire territory under the 
Constitution of the United States, and

JOHN G. IRELAND MAY GO. 


Commissioners Dissatisfied and the 


Friction May Lead to a Change— 
Sale of Police Papers Be- 
ing Investigated. 


The probabilities are that there will short- 
lv be a change in the office of Chief Ex- 
aminer for the Civil Service Commissioner. 
The present incumbent, John G. Ireland, 
returned from Europe last week, and is now 
in the Berkshire Hills. For some time 
there has been friction between members 
of the commission and Mr. Ireland, the 
former being mortified by his personal con- 
duct on different occasions. A report has 
been in circulation for some time to the 
effect that after Mr. Ireland went to 
Europe an examination was conducted of 
applicants for the position of Chief Ex- 
aminer. 

Col. Willis L. Ogden, President of the 
commission, yesterday denied that any such 
examination had been had or even ordered. 
He knew of no effort heing made to get 
rid of Mr. Ireland, but he did not deny 
that it was quite possible that at an early 
day there would be a change in the office 
of Chief Examiner, which he considers 
the most important position in the com- 
mission. Col. Ogden admitted that Mr. Ire- 
land had differed with members of the 
commission on some matters, and was in- 
clined to agree with Mr. Ireland that the 
system of per diem appointments of ex- 


aminers was not at all beneficial to the 
department. Under this system men have 
been employed by the day at a salary of 
$10 for seven hours’ work, but enough regu- 
lar examiners cannot be engaged by the 
year, because no provision has been made 
for them. 

Col. Ogden is investigating the alleged 
sale of examination papers to men ex- 
amined on Wednesday at the Grand Central 
Palace for positions on the police force. 
He knows that some were sold, but those 
who bought them did not profit, because 
a new set of papers was prepared. What 
Col. Ogden wants to know is who sold 
them, and he is not very sanguine that he 
will find out.

GRAND DUKE BORIS 
HERE FOR A VISIT 


Anxious to Meet President Roose- 
velt at His Home. 


The Cousin of the Czar Has Impressions 
That Will Last Through His Trip— 
Says American Women Are 
Beautiful. 


Grand Duke Boris, cousin of the Czar 
of Russia, came to New York last evening 
and took in some of the sights. In Chicago 
he had spent several days, and had liked 
the city, except that there had been more 
freedom of the press than he had known 
at home. He believed that the freedom 
had been overdone to the exent that the re- 
porters had written of events that he was 
sure had never happened. He referred to 
the drinking of wine out of a woman's slip- 
per, and said that it was made the event of 
his visit in Chicago. The Grand Duke is 
certain that he did not drink from the slip- 
per. 

The Grand Duke arrived on the Lake 
Shore Limited at 6:30 last evening and went 
to the Waldorf-Astoria. He occupied a 
closed carriage, and he expressed a positive 
dislike for such conveyances, saying that 
he liked the smell of the New York air. 
“It's like champagne,"’ he remarked. 

The Prince was met at the Grand Central 
Station by Consul General Lodginsky, T. 
Hanson, Secretary of the Russian Embas- 
sy at Washington; Vice Consul the Rev. 
Hotinzky, C. G. Peterson, C. Karrison, and 
the Rev. Zoti Coff, who presented a letter 
from the Count Cassini, welcoming the 
Grand Duke, explaining why he could not be 


present, offering his congratulations to the 
cousin of his sovereign, and announcing 
that he would reach New York in the morn- 


irg. 

Phe Grand Duchess Helene, sister of the 
Grand Duke, is to be married to-day to 
Prince Nicholas, third son of King George 
of Greece, The first thing the Grand Duke 
did on arriving at his hotel was to cable 
her his sincere congratulations and well 
wishes. 

An ambulance was at the railroad station 
te carry the Chevalier de Schacck, private 
secretary of the Duke, to the Waldorf- 
Astoria. He had sprained his ankle in 
Chicago, while playing tennis. 

Besides the private secretary, those who 
made up the company of the Grand Duke 
were Constantine Greaves, Special Attaché, 
Secretary to the Minister of the Interior, 
and Official Attaché to his Royal Highness; 
Lieut. Strandtman, Lieut. Frederics, Lieut. 
Alexander Greaves, personal assistants to 
the Grand Duke, and two men of the United 
States Secret Service. The Greaves fam- 
ily is of Irish origin. Members went to 
Russia three hundred years ago, where they 
gained distinction as soldiers and states- 
men. Accompanying the party were Rich- 
ard T. and Charles Crane, who represented 
the Westinghouse interests in Chicago. 
They are stopping at the Holland House. 

The Grand Duke and his party occupy 
apartments 107 of the Waldorf-Astoria, in 
which there are twelve rooms, including a 
large dining room, where he gave a dinner 
last evening to the members of his party. 
The Grand Duke and the Russians who are 
with him are very large men, the average 
chest measurement being not less than 41 
inches. 

The cousin of the Czar is not quite so 
tall as ‘the average men in his party, but 
he has broad shoulders. He wears a close- 
cut black mustache, turned up at the ends 
in the style affected by penpecor William 
of Germany. He — English with only 
a slight accent. ake all Russians, he 
speaks many languages, and speaks well. 
It is a treat to hear him speak occasionally 
in his own language. He is a democratic 
sort of man, and he reminds one of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in that it is evident that 
he does not like the attentions of the Secret 
Service men. 

After the dinner in the hotel the Grand 
Duke, with the members of his party and 
the Secret Service men, walked to the 
Knickerbocker Theatre. Secret Service 
Agent O'Connell, who came from San Fran- 
cisco with the Grand Duke, walked imme- 
diately ahead of the Prince, and behind 
were Detectives Collins and Murtha of 
Capt. Titus’s staff. 

‘““What a wonderful country this is,’ 
said the cousin of the Czar. “It’s nothing 
but electricity here, there, and everywhere. 
Your street cars move because of electric- 
ity, and you even illuminate your stores and 
places of amusement with letters mude of 
many electric globes. What strikes me 
as of greatest interest, however, is the 
beauty of the American women. They are 
a distinct type, and whenever I see a lovely 
woman anywhere in my tour around the 
gicbe, I will be sure that she was born in 
America. 

“I particularly like your President, and 
hope to see him and mean to see him as 
soon as I can. I shall be here until Sept. 9. 
I understand that the President returns to 
his home, at Oyster Bay, on Sept. 3, and 
I have asked through the embassy to meet 
him at his home, s his home State prop- 
erty or does it belong to him? Is it his 
country estate?” 

Informed that the Roosevelts had for 
many years owned the property near Oys- 
ter Bay, and that the President had built 
his home there eighteen years ago, the 
Grand Duke remarked that it was in- 
teresting, and asked if it was only eighteen 
years since the President had built his 

ouse. He seemed to be of the impression 
that those in high standing in this coun- 
try should live in houses that had been 
built and rebuilt through the centuries. 

Asked if it were true that he had been 
invited by Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish and Mrs. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt to visit them in New- 
port, he said that he had received no in- 
vitations, and that his visit would end so 
soon that it would be impossible for him to 
accept invitations to Newport. 

‘“* What interests me more than any social 
entertainment,” he said, ‘‘ is the wonderful, 
aggressive, active people here. We are 
getting to know you better than we did. 
Americans are coming to us with their 
many electrical appliances for transporta- 
tion and manufacture. They are welcome. 

‘*T was more charmed with the scenery 
of this country than the meeting with the 
Chicago reporter. The Yosemite Valley and 
Niagara Falls are marvels and magnifi- 
cent. The Chicago reporter does not tell 
the truth.”’ 

The Grand Duke and his party arrived at 
the Knickerbocker Theatre shortly after 
the beginning of the second act.of ‘‘ The 
Wild Rose.” No one in the audience ex- 
cept the reporters and detectives guarding 
him knew that the cousin of the Czar was 
there to witness the performance from a 
balcony box. 

The Grand Duke enjoyed himself thor- 
oughly, although he had now and then to 
ask the meaning of certain slang, a part 
of the dialogue, and when it was explained 
to him he would laugh as heartily as any 
one in the house, though he was a little bit 
late. When Eddie Foy and Irene Bentley 
had their little dialogue in regard to the 
medals worn by Foy in his part as Para- 
celsus Noodle, and he explained that the 
small medal had been given to him because 
of his singing ability, and the large one by 
one who had heard him stop singing, the 
Grand Duke “caught on” as the slang 
goes in “ The Wild Rose.”’ 

Some one must have whispered to some 
one else in the chorus that one of the royal 
blood of Russia was in the house, and must 
have pointed him out about the time for 
the ballet, for the girls of the chorus kicked 
higher than usual, and it was noticeable 
that all of their smiles were to the broad 
shoulders in the balcony box. 

At the conclusion of the play the Grand 
Duke went to the Lambs Club, where he 
remained about ten minutes. He then went 
to the Hoffman House, where he met 
friends he had known in Russia. Afterward 
he rode to the Waldorf-Astoria, where he 
retired to his apartments. 

An oddity of the Grand Duke, Colonel of 
the Red Guard, is that he wears gold brace- 
lets, studded with handsome gems. These 
are in evidence only when he throws his 
hends down in occasional gesticulation. 


DEATH OF EX-JUSTICE KOSH. 


’ 


Active in New York Politics for Nearly 
Forty Years. 


Ex-Police Justice Joseph Koch died yes- 
terday in the Mount Sinai Hospital after 
a long illness. He was fifty-nine years of 
age, and for nearly forty years he was 
active in the political life of New York. 
He was graduated from the College of the 
City of New York, and he read law at Co- 
lumbia College. In 1869 he was elected 
Civil Justice of the Fifth District, and was 
elected a State Senator in 1881. He was 
in the Dock Board in 1881, and in 1885 he 
became President of the board. 

Mayor Grant made Mr. Koch an Excise 
Commissioner in 1889. Mr. Koch married 
a sister of Civil Justice Jacobs. He left 
a widow and two sons, who reside at Far 
Rockaway. He was for five years Master 
of Mount Neboh Lodge of Free Masons. 
For many years he was a delegate to local 
and State conventions from the Tammany 
Democracy. 


DEATH OF ADA GRAY. 


Actress Who Won Fame and Fortune in 
“ East Lynne” Died in Poverty. 


Ada Gray, the veteran actress, who won 
fame as Lady Isabel in ‘‘ East Lynne,” died 
on Wednesday at the Home for Incurables 
at Fordham, N. Y., and was buried in the 
Actors’ Fund plot in Evergreen Cémetery. 

Miss Gray, who was fifty-seven years of 
age, made her first appearance on the 
stage in 1863, when she was fifteen years 
old, playing Juliet to J. Wilkes Booth’s 
Romeo, with the stock company in Roch- 
ester, N. Y. She also played with Forrest 
in his répertoire at one time. She was 
twice married, her first husband being 
Charles Watkins, who was also her man- 
ager. Soon after his death she was mar- 
ried, in 1894, to Charles F. Tingay, an Eng- 
lishman, who was her leading man and had 
been a member of Henry Irving’s company. 

During the height of her fame she was 
very popular with theatregoers, and be- 
came possessed of a considerable fortune. 
In various ways, however, all of her money 


was lost, and of late she became absolutely 
destitute, being dependent for her care upon 
the Actors’ Fund. Her marriage to Mr. 
Tingay estranged her from the few living 
members of her family, and her later years 
were more or less unhappy. 

A sister of the dead actress came from 
Boston yesterday to attend the funeral. 





DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 
James W. Cunningham. 

James W. Cunningham of 332 West Sev- 
enty-seventh Street died yesterday at 
Netherwood, N. J., of old age. He was born 
in 1826 and had lived practically all 
life in this city. He retired from active 
business fifteen years ago. Mr. Cunning- 
ham was a prominent member of the Pres- 
byterian Church, and devoted much atten- 
tion to religious matters. He was able to

John Stanton, the copper trade authority 
and statistician, does not agree with H. L.

‘I cannot understand why the newspa- 
pers so generally take such a decidedly op- 
view of the steel situation and 
at the same time express such bearish opin- 
ions on the copper situation. The output 
of both anthracite and bituminous coal has 
increased during recent years, but 
ever hears the deduction drawn 
therefrom that this larger output is an 
unhealthy factor. Then, why should the 
larger production of copper be so generaily 
taken as a depressing factor in this indus- 
try’ The larger output of copper is really 
a healthy sign, indicating, as it unques- 
tionably does, that the consumption of this 
output is increasing along with the en- 
larged consumption shown in practicaliy 
every other manufactured product. The 
use of copper is increasing and is being 


constantly extended into new fields. Ac- 
cording to my sources of information here 
and the advices I receive from abroad, the 
consumption has increased more than has 
the production. I consider the copper in- 
dustry at the present time in a decidedly 
healthy condition.”

BREADSTUFFS.—WHEAT—Confronted by 
another favorable weather map and a satisfac- 
tory forecast for Friday, wheat traders had no 
other course than to continue their unloading 
operations, under which prices lost 4%@ic a 
bushel in New York, September, as usual, suffer- 
ing most from speculative pressure. Only once, 
and that after midday, did the market show 
signs of a rally, following reports of a moderate 
export trade. Demand on this occasion came 
chiefly from room shorts, who saw a chance to 
secure small profits on wheat sold earlier in the 
day. Otherwise the tendency, like that of 
Wednesday, was persistently downward, creating 
new bears, who put out fresh sh®rts where others 
left off, thus feeding the market with more 
wheat than it could absorb. The decline here 
was fully matched in outside markets, although 
the Northwest rallied a little just at the close 
on brief covering. The only disturbing feature 
about the weather map was a low area north of 
the Spring wheat belt, in Canada; but, as the 
forecast indicated clear weather in the two 
Dakotas, with possibly no worse than showers in 
Minnesota, the trade was led to believe that the 
weather people anticipated no material exten- 
sion of the low barometer and storm centre. Ca- 
bles reported the weather overcast in England, 
but fine in France, and quoted general declines, 
including %@%d net loss at Liverpool and 10@40 
points off in Paris.

Statement of Counsel for Mrs. 
Chapman and Mr. Bouden. 


Capt. Stern, at Peter Power Case Hear- 
ing, Calls Lawyer Lamb a “ Mad 
Dog”—Lamb Denies State- 
ment of P. C. Chandler. 


There were many dramatic incidents in 
the hearing of the case of Peter Power 
against the Northern Securities Company 
yesterday, and some important develop- 
ments, 

At the conclusion of the proceedings A. 
W. Bulkley of the Chicago law firm of 
Bulkley, Gray & Moore made the state- 
ment to a New York Times reporter ‘that 
the suits of Mrs. Ellsworth Ives Chapman 
and Milton L. Bouden would be pressed to 
the fullest extent. In the course of the 
day’s hearing the fact was brought out 
that Capt. Henry Stern and Camille Wei- 
denfeld went West a few days ago and 
induced Messrs. Moore and Bulkley, M. H. 
Boutelle, and Judge W. A. Lancaster of 
Minneapolis to come to New York, and 
that Judge Lancaster returned after stay- 
ing only a few hours in this city. 

There have been repeated conferences be- 
tween Mr. Weidenfeld, Mr. Bulkley, W. 
Bourke Cockran, Treadwell Cleveland, and 
Parker C. Chandler of Boston. Mr. Weiden- 
feld had previously testified that he pur- 
chased the Great Northern stock for Mr. 
Chapman, and the Bouden stock was pre- 
sented to him by Edward R. Thomas of 
the Stock Exchange firm of Thomas & 
Thomas. 

‘The end is not yet,”’ declared Mr. Bulk- 
ley. ‘“‘Thke Peter Power suit is merely a 
fake now. It seems scarcely to 
comment upon the propriety of the lawyers 
here pushing a case which they must real- 
ize is no longer of any standing in court. 
We were deceived by George Alfred Lamb, 
and we are anxious to shake him off. Bou- 
den and Mrs. Chapman are bona fide own- 
ers of stock in the Great Northern Rail- 
road Company. Both of those suits will 
be pressed. As soon as get an 
order from the court in Minnesota we will 
begin the taking testimony in those 
cases, They are legitimate suits, and will 
not be allowed to drop.’’ 

‘“‘Has Mr. Weidenfeld said to you since 
you have been here that he intended to 
press those suits?’’ Mr. Bulkley was asked. 
** Well,” was the reply, “‘I can’t say what 
Mr. Weidenfeld has said to me, our 
relations are those of attorney and client. 
The suits will be pressed by the plaintiffs 
in the case, as we understand it.” 

** But the pushing of these suits has been

**Yes,’”” answered Mr. Bulkley. 

Testimony was adduced from the Western 
attorneys that their expenses to New York 
were being paid by Mr. Weidenfeld. Im- 
plied testimony was also given to the ef- 
fect that the bills of the Western attor- 
neys which Mr. Lamb pronounced so ex- 
orbitant, and which he said Mr. Weiden- 
feld had considered exorbitant, had been 
paid very recently. 

CAPT. STERN EXCITED. 

The most dramatic incident of the day 
occurred when Capt. Henry Stern had been 
placed on the stand and asked to°sign his 
given on a previous date. The 
witness, who is a brusque-mannered man 
of some sixty years, with whiskers, 
suid that he had been “ hustling "’ so much 
lately that he had had no time to read his 
testimony. 

“Why had you been hustling?” asked 
Lawyer W. D. Guthrie of counsel for the 
Northern Securities Company. 

“Mr. Guthrie, my name has been dragged 
in the dust,’’ said the Captain, his voice 
rising in intensity every moment. —3 
Wanted to know what has been going on 
in Minneapolis. I wanted to have men 
come on here and tell the truth about what 
I have been doing.’’ Then turning to Mr. 
Lamb, Peter Power's attorney, and throw- 
ing out his fist toward him, he continued 
in a loud tone of voice: 

“ Now, Sir, I am on your trail, and I’m 

oing to camp out on it, by the gods, until 

ell freezes over. I’ve been heralded in the 
papers as having tried to get Peter Power 
out of the country. Sir, there's a limit to 
even what mad dogs can do. By the gods, 
whom the gods would destroy they first 
make mad, and you, Sir, are fit for the 
lunatic asylum.”’ 

Capt. Stern was in a great rage. Mr. 
Lamb sat laughing. Mr. Guthrie was very 
calm. When the witness had finished his 
speech, Mr. Guthrie asked quietly: 

‘To whom do you refer as the mad dog 
in this case?”’ 

‘““To George Alfred Lamb,’ bringing his 
fist down on the table. 

“And what is your position?”’ 

“Being bitten,’’ at which the audience 
in the courtroom roared. ‘‘ Mr. Guthrie, 
there’s no venom in me,” continued the 
witness. 

“It is quite 
feeling in this 
Guthrie. 

A few moments later ex-Judge Ryder 
Cady, in’ cross-examination, asked Capt. 
Stern if he had sent a certain telegram to 
Mr. Lamb. Capt. Stern rose to his feet 
and demanded in stentorian tones to know 
if Judge Cady was an attorney of record in 
this case. Then, gesticulating in the law- 
ver’s face, the Captain said, ‘‘ If you're not, 
T'll not answer one of your questions.” Ex- 
aminer Mabey said that Judge Cady had a 
legal standing in the case, and Capt. Stern 
subsided, only to flare up again a few mo- 
ments later. 

Lawyer Bulkley had testified that Capt. 
Stern had made certain payments to him on 
behalf of Bouden. Capt. Stern had previ- 
ously testified that he did not know Bouden 
and had had nothing to do with the Bouden 
case. Mr. Guthrie started to ask some 
questions seeking to ascertain the explana- 
tion for this apparent discrepancy. Law- 
yer Herbert Limburger arose and advised 

he witness that he need not answer cer- 
tain questions. To everything Mr. Guthrie 
then said, Capt. Stern replied: 

at refuse to answer until so directed by 
the court.” 

“Do you 
would incriminate you? 

‘“‘No, Sir; and no man can incriminate 
me and both he and I continue to live if 
we should get in a room together,” retort- 
ed the witness. 

** Do you mean that you would kill him?” 
asked Mr. Guthrie. 

The witness waved his hand as if bidding 
silence, and replied: 

“That's a matter that had better not be 
talked about.”’ 

Gapt. Stern then left the stand, and Gen. 
Benjamin F. Tracy reiterated a request he 
had made at the beginning of the day's 
proceedings that all the lawyers whose 
names Mr. Lamb had mentioned be given

MR. CHANDLER’S TESTIMONY. 


Mr. Guthrie then called Mr. Chandler. 
Mr. Chandler wished to present his testi- 
mony in the form of a typewritten state- 
ment, which he ‘afterward testified had 
been prepared in the office of W. Bourke 
Cockran. Mr. Guthrie said, however, that 
he would rather ask a few questions, and 
then the matter of the statement would 


be taken up. 

Mr. Chandler maintained that he had been 
consulting with Lamb concerning the de- 
livery of a deed for some Worcester prop- 
erty Lamb had bought in for Mr. Weiden- 
feld. He admitted that between July 26 


-and Aug. 3 or 4 he had consulted with Mr. 


Lamb frequently, that he had dined with 
Mr. Lamb at the Calumet Club at Lamb’s 
invitztion. but said that the subject of 
Peter Power was mentioned only inci- 
dentally. 

George Alfred Lamb had testified that 
Mr. Chandler had paid $750 to him on July 
B30 for the purpose of getting Peter Power 
out of the country. Mr. Chandler agreed 
that he had paid the money to Lamb, but 
insisted that it was only on the matter of 
the Worcester deeds. 

It was then developed that Mr. Lamb 
wrote a letter addressed to Lawson, Wei- 
denfeld & Co., “in liquidation,” asking 
them to advance $750 to him on account, 
and that this letter was written on the 


typewriter in W. Bourke Cockran’s office 
and taken to Lamb to sign by Mr. Chandler. 
Mr. Lamb had testified that this letter 
was purely a sham to cover up the Power 
transaction. Mr. Chandler says it was in 
connection with the Worcester deeds mat- 


ter. 

When the direct testimony was concluded 
Gen, Tracy again asked that Mr. Chandler 
be allowed to present his statement. 

Mr. Guthrie objected on the ground that 
it was not proper to produce such a state- 
ment as evidence. Gen. Tracy said he had 
not himself read the paper, but understood 
Chandler that it contained the 
story of all his relations to this matter. 
I‘inally it was agreed that the statement 
might go on the record and that the court 
in Minnesota might jud of its admissi-

During our interviews references were often 
made to the Peter Power case, but always by 
said Lamb, as explaining his delay in failing to 
render a statement of his account in the Worces- 
ter matter, as he had promised to do. During 
these interviews he always insisted that Power 
was the owner of the stock, and stated that the 
delay in producing him was a part of a plan, or, 
to use his exact words, *‘ was scenery ’’ which 
he was setting up to make Power’s appearance 
more impressive: He stated that Power was 
about to get married, that Guthrie & Stetson 
would undoubtedly assume that he was afraid 
to testify, and would follow him with process 
servers and detectives, and ‘‘ when they had 
shouted themselves hoarse’"’ he would produce 
Power and let the public see that a great cor- 
poration would be harried and pursued by its 
agents so that he could not be allowed even to 
enjoy his honeymoon uninterruptedly. 


Mr. Chandler seemed not to make out 
very clearly just what this last passage 
meant. He halted in the reading, where- 
upon Mr. Guthrie suggested: ‘“ You ought 
to know what it means. It’s yours. But 
we recognize the orator n the statement. 

It was whispered around the courtroom 
that Mr. Guthrie referred to Mr. Cockran. 

The statement continued in part as follows: 

{Lamb] to name a sum-~ which 
would satisfy him, He said he would think it 
over and let me know on Friday, July 25. I 
called at his office about 4 o'clock on that day 
and he then first spoke to me of his claim 
against Mr. Cockran, and said he was going to 
sue him, Weidenfeld, and Gen, Thomas for 
$50,000, and said he wanted his bill against 
Lawson, Weidenfeld & Co., and the Coekran 
matter both settled before he would deliver up 
the Worcester deed,

enter into correspondence with Mr. Cockran, and 
stated that he, Cockran, had grossly insulted 
him by refusing to answer a letter written to 
him in the previous December, and by stigma- 
tizing him as a blackmailer with Mr. De Lancey 
Nicoll; that he would insist upon obtaining an 
apology as well as fees, and that he would 
rather ruin him than have his fees. 

He said he (Lamb) had a strong backing in 
this fight; that many men prominent in politics 
and finance were determined to destroy Cockran 
by any means, naming especially William C. 
Whitney and Thomas F. Ryan, who were par- 
ticularly incensed against him because he had 
called some acts of Ryan and others as officers | 
of the American Tobacco Company to the atten- 
tion of the District Attorney. He said he had 
been in consultation with Mr. De Lancey Nicoll, 
their attorney, who was advising him and co-ope- 
rating with him, and that unless his claim was 
settled to his satisfaction Cockran would have 
trouble in directions that he never dreamed of. 

Though I did not take these statements se- 
riously, I at once had a consultation with Messrs. 
Cockran and Weidenfeld, and with Mr. Tread- 
well Cleveland, who was to appear for Messrs. 
Weidenfeld, Cockran, and Thomas in the suit to 
be brought against them by Lamb. I informed 
them of Lamb’s position, and Mr. Cockran in- 
sisted that the two transactions must be kept 
separate; that he had no connection with the 
Worcester matter; he had no objection to any 
settlement of it on any terms that I thought 
proper, but that there must be no compromise 
of the claim against him. 

On Wednesday, July 30, I called on Lamb and 
asked for some definite answer concerning a set- 
tlement of the Worcester matter. He appeared 
to have entirely changed his attitude. He said 
he was quite ready to settle the Worcester mat- 
ter independently of the Cockran claim, and 
that, in fact, he preferred to, as he could then 
pursue Cockran to the full extent desired by the 
men whom he had antagonized, and that there 
was more for him in such pursuit than in any 
settlement that could be made of the proceed- 
ings against Weidenweld, Cockran, and Thomas. 

I then met Cockran and Cleveland and Weiden- 
feld, and told them what Lamb said and what 
he wanted. Mr. Cockran laughed at his threats 
and said that while he would not advise that 
any partial settlement was wise, he would not 
stand in the way of Weidenfeld doing anything 
that would aid him to secure his deed, only he 
insisted that if the payment was to be made it 
be made clear that it was not on account of 
any claim against him. 

When Mr. Chandler had finished Frank

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KILLED 


Woman Leaped Forty Feet Before 
Help Came. 


Small Black Terrier’s Barking Aroused 
Tenants of Burning Apartment — 
Fire Marshal to Investigate. 


One woman was killed and several others 
were painfully burned and injured as the 
result of a suspicious fire that broke out 
shortly before daylight yesterday morning 
in the five-story flat house at 315 West 
One Hundred and Twenty-first Street, and 
threw the tenants into panic. The dead 
woman, Mrs. Eva Arendt, who lived « 
the fourth floor, leaped from her apart- 
ments when help was close at hand and 
was so badly injured that she died in the 
J. Hood Wright Hospital an hour later 
without recovering consciousness. 

Only a moment before she took the fatal 
leap Mrs. Arendt passed her eight-year-old 
daughter Hazel through the window to 
Policeman Schlamp of the West One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street Station. 

A sudden burst of flame crazed the wo- 
man with fright, and just as Schlamp 
reached out to help her she threw up her 
hands and with a cry of terror plunged for- 
ward and fell to the area five stories below. 
The first alarm of fire was given by a 
small black terrier dog owned by the family 
of Ignatz Wise, who occupy half of the 
fourth flour. Shortly after 4 o'clock in the 
morning the dog began to bark. All efforts 
to quiet him proved futile, and finally 
George Wise left his bed to learn the cause 
of the animal's persistent barking. 

Reaching the ining room he detected the 
odor of smoke, and opening the door lead- 
ing to the hallway, found the hall filled 
with a thick, suffocating smoke. Arousing 
the family he rushed to the front fire- 
escape and shouted fire. His cries were 
heard by a milkman, who ran to the house 
of Fire Patrol No. 5, which is only a few 
aoors away. The firemen responded prompt- 
ly, but by the time they arrived in front of 
the house with their apparatus the fire- 
escapes and windows were 
terror-stricken men, ‘women, and children, 
all endeavoring to reach the street at once. 
The halls were filled with smoke and were 
impassable, as the fire had started on the

first floor and was burning fiercely by the ' 


time. 

Ladders were soon raised and the work 
of rescuing the tenants were begun. Fire- 
man Ryan by climbing the portico over 


the front stoop led the family of W. J. 
Glockner, who occupv the second floor, to 
safety through the adjoining house. Many 
of the tenants thretened to jump, and it 
was with great difficulty that they were 
prevented trom throwing themselves to the 
street. 

While Fireman Diffan of the patrol com- 
pany and Fireman North of Hook and Lad- 
der No. 14 were carrying Miss Hagan, who 
had been burned about the arms and body, 
from the building, the cries of Mrs. Arendt 
on the fourth floor were heard by Pulice- 
man Schlamp. Finding it impossible to 
get into the building by way of the hall, 
which by this time was roaring like a fur- 
nace, Schlamp ran into the adjoining flat, 
No. 313, and up to the apartment of Themas 
Linberg, which is opposite the Arendt 
apartment. Going to the front window, the 
policeman, by standing on the ledge over 
the window of the floor below, reached 
for and caught hold .of Mrs. Arendt's 
daughter Hazel. The child was in a faint- 
ing condition, and as he turned to place 
her in the Lindberg apartments, he told 
Mrs. Arendt to keep up her courage, and 
he would lift her to safety in a moment. 
The woman was hysterical with fright, 
however, and she paid little or no atten- 
tion to the policeman, As Schlamp turned 
to assist the mother, flames burst from the 
burning apartments. 

The woman with a wild cry stretched out 
her hands and plunged toward Schlamp 
He made a grab at her, but only succeeded 
in clutching her clothing, whicn tore in 
his grasp, and she fell headlong a distance 
of forty feet. She was removed to the hos- 

ital, where she died as the resuli of a 
ractuned skull and internal injuries. 

How the fire started is a mystery, and an 
investigation will be made by the Fire Mar- 
shal. The damage to the tene nent 
No. 315 is estimated at about $50,000 
and to the adjoining house, No. 4%j32 
where the flames broke through inte 
the two upper floors, occupied py the fami- 
lies of E. Faber and W. Lenbach, at $8,000. 
The police estimate of the total damaze 
was 0,000. Mrs. Victoria Albert and her 
sister, Mrs. Hagar, were taken to the J. 
Hood Wright’ Hospital, as was the dauzh- 
ter of Mrs. Arendt. 

The last rescue from the house was that 
of the black dog who had given the alarm 
and probably saved the lives of many of 
the tenants. 


MAYOR TAKES POSSESSION. 
Jersey City’s Executive Transfers Hos- 


pital Property, Despite Supreme 
Court Writ. 


John Griffin, counsel for Dr. John D. 
McGill, the Democratic member of the 
Jersey City Health Board, yesterday ob- 
tained from Justice Gilbert Collins, at his 
Summer home, at Allenhurst, N. J., a rule 
to show cause why a writ of certiorari 
should not issue, restraining Mayor Fagan 
and the Board of City Hospital Trustees 
from taking possession of the City Hos- 
pital under an act passed by the Legisla- 
ture at its last session. The rule is re- 
turnable at Trenton on Sept. 16. 

The City Hospital has always been un- 
der control of the Health Board, which is 
also the Police Board. The new act created 
a Board of Trustees, and authorized these 
Trustees, who were to be appointed by 
Mayor Fagan, to take possession of the 
hospital, and also of the funds set apart for 
its maintenance. Dr. McGill opposed the 
transfer on the ground that the act creat- 
ing the Trustees was unconstitutional, be- 
cause it only applied to Jersey City. 

Despite the notice that the rule had been 
granted, Mayor Fagan and the Trustees 
took possession of the hospita] at 1 o'clock 
P. M. Mayor Fagan defended his action on 
the ground that the rule only applied to 
the transfer of the hospital funds and not 


to the transfer of the hospital property. 
Mr. Griffin, when told of this, said that 
Mayor Fagan had misunderstood the pur- 
port of the writ. It not only forbids the 
transfer of the funds, but traverses all 
the resolutions relating to the transfer of 
the hospital as well as the funds. 

“The Jersey City Police Board, which 
is also the Health Board, the Mayor and 
Aldermen, the Finance Board,’’ said Mr. 
Griffin, ‘“‘are absolutely restrained from 
taking any action in the premises until the 
Supreme Court shall have passed upon the 
matter at the time fixed in the writ. If 
the Mayor and Trustees have taken pos- 
session of the hospital in the face of that 
writ, I am afraid they will find them- 
selves in hot water when the matter comes 
before the Supreme Court for review.”’ 


REMINGTON’S WILL FILED. 


In Case of Marriage Seven-eighths of 
Estate Would Have Gone to Wife. 


Robert R. Remington's will was filed for 
probate in the Surrogate’s office yesterday. 
It is long and involved. Mr. Remington 
killed himself recently in a club at New- 
port. He had been engaged to Miss May 
Van Alen, daughter of James J. Van Alen. 

Mr. Remington left little, although he 
was believed to have been a man of some 


means. The will provides that in the event 
of his marriage seven-eighths of his estate 
should go to his wife. In the event of her 
dying, his sisters were to inherit the estate. 
Otherwise they and their heirs were to re- 
ceive one-eighth of the property. 


Employer Asked Clemency for Forger. 

When Herbert Wittenbel of 168 First 
Avenue appeared before Judge Foster yes- 
terday to be sentenced for forging a check 
for $2,200, signing the name of his employer, 
Charles N. Lindley, President of the Aetna 
Indemnity Company, he was surprised to 


find Mr. Lindley and several other of his 
business associates there to plead for clem- 
ency. Judge Foster, upon their request, 
suspended sentence. 


Its Capital Increased from $1,000,000 to 
$3,000,000 — The Remington Con- 
struction Company Organized. 


The Directors of the Century Realty Com- 
pany have decided to recommend to the 
stockholders an increase in the capital of 
that corporation from $1,000,000 to $3,000,- 
000. Of this amount, $1,000,000, which will 
be issued immediately, will be offered to 
the present stockholders at $125 per share 
to the extent of their present holdings.

Mr. Remington, it is interesting 
to note, is a grandson of Eliphalet Reming- 
ton, inventor of the Remington rifle, and a 
son of Samuel Remington, President of the 
firm of E. Remington & Sons. The new 
construction company will begin business 
with a paid-in cash capital of, $200,000, 
which will be increased as the extent of its 
operations may require. 

The first building to be put up by the 
new company will probably be an eighteen- 
story office structure on the plot owned 
by the Century Realty Company, running 
through from Thirty-fourth to Thirty-fifth 
Streets, just west of Fifth Avenue, adjoin- 
ing the new building of the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company.

Police Have No Further News of M'ss- 
ing Memorandum Dealer Cohen. 


No further news had yesterday been re- 
ceived at the Mulberry Street Detective 
Bureau of Louis Cohen, now under deten- 
tion at Montreal on charges of breach of 
trust, constituting larceny, growing out of 
*““memorandum "’ transactions in diamonds 
with Harry Lewkowitz of 106 Eldridge 
Street, J. Robinson of 158 Bowery, and 
several others.

ASSUMPTION OF RisK.—Frank Kueckel, a 
carpenter, while at work at the bottom of 
a hoistway, through which employes of 
Patrick and Jeremiah O’Connor were 
hoisting bundles of paper to the top of a 
building, was injured by the fall of one of 
the bundles which had slipped out of the 
sling by which it was carried. A judgment 
for the O’Connors in a suit for damages 
brought against them by Kueckel has been 
affirmed by the Second Appellate Division, 
the court holding that the evidence showed 
that there was an assumption of risk by 
the plaintiff which relieved the defendants 
from lability. It was shown that Kueckel

| to the man in the tower to raise the gates, 
but he did not do so. The nearer rail of 
the track was about ten feet back of the 
hind wheels of the wagon. Both occupants 
of the wagon continued to keep their seats. 
After an interval, a train came along at 
the rate of about,thirty miles an hour, and 
the horse, becoming frightened, backed 
the wagon against the engine. Davis was 
injured, and in an action by him against 
the railroad company, the question was 
whether he was negligent in not alighting 
from the wagon. The New Jersey Court 
of Errors and Appeals holds that the ques- 
tion was one for the jury. The plaintiff 
estimated the interval between the lower- 
ing of the gates and the time the train 
came at one’ minute and a haif. He, how- 
ever, undoubtedly had time to alight. The 
court says in part: “It is to be observed 
that he was in a place where injury was 
not inevitable. If the horse would stand 
still, the wagon and its occupants would 
be safe. The plaintiff testified that he 
had known the horse for several years, and 
that he was kind. To remain in the wagon 
on the chance that the horse would be 
steady was, therefore, a line of conduct 
which, if not wholly wise, would not have 
been irrational, Again, it was surely rea- 
sonable to think, at least at the outset, that 
I the man in the tower would hear the call 
upon him, and to expect, or at least to 
hope, that, if he heard it, he would raise 
the gates. Again, the plaintiff might have 
jumped off and run away, and left Mr. 
Lane to get out of the trouble as best he 
could. A man of spirit and self-respect 
would not be apt to do this, as long as he 
might be of use to his companion. Again, 
the plaintiff — have alighted and held 
the horse’s head. Such an intervention in 
a moment of peril by a person with whose 
resence a horse fs not familiar is apt to 
rritate the horse and embarrass the driver, 
if not to injure him who intervenes. A 
more judicious plan would, ——, have 
been for Mr. Lane to hand the reins to the 
plaintiff and to go to the horse's head him- 
self. It is unnecessary to pursue the sub- 
ject. Enough has been said to indicate the 
grounds of our conclusion. The exigency 
was sudden, the risk alarming, the best 
way of escape not obvious. We think that 
whether the plaintiff acted with common 
prudence was a fair question for the jury.”
